The whole 
State must be developed on modern lines : and a whole complex 
of production, which can only spring from a considerably 
industrialised community, must be available.

Industrialisation ts a wide 
process involving innumerable efforts of enterprise and demanding 
not only energy but technical skill and experience that only years 
can produce. With the poor commercial yields that the modernisa- 
tion—as distinct from explortation.—of the Near Eastern countries 
can offer, there is litthe. hope of money and effort flowing in: for 
this purpose in the ordinary way. But, by great good fortune, the 
Arab States have ready at hand the means whereby this necessity, 
perhaps for their survival, certainly for their real independence, 
may be secured.

Semitic Association. Along these lines of Arab-Jewish co-opera- 
tion lies not only the sole hope of Near Eastern prosperity, but 
very possibly the only hope of the ultimate survival of Arab 
independence in anything but name. It is plain that eventualities 
can be conceived wherein the defencelessness of certain Arab 
States might throw a responsibility upon a neighbouring and 
better equipped State which it would be impossible to disregard. 

As has been pointed out before, the basic problem, the root of 
the recent Palestine trouble, has been the fear which has been 
aroused amongst the Arab citizens of the land and intensified by 
Fascist propaganda lest, by further large Jewish immigration, they 
become a minority in the country and unable to defend their rights. 
While such a process of domination 1s entirely repugnant to the 
Jewish people, it is understandable that this Arab fear must be 
guarded against—that anything like the domination they have been 
taught to dread must be made an impossibility. In an Association 
of Semitic States as briefly sketched, the requisite impossibility 
would be created, and the Arabs of Palestine would realise and 
feel that, as Arabs, they were part of an organised association of 
many millions and were dwelling amongst an incomparably less 
numerous local Jewish population. 

It is to be hoped that the wider and greater issues.involved will 
be ever present in the minds of the Arab and Jewish statesmen in 
London assembled, and that the disastrous consequences of 
disregarding them will be solemnly considered. If the situation 
is rightly judged, then they will appreciate the tremendous oppor- 
tunities which lie before them; and those whose interests they have 
been charged to watch will look back with gratitude to the British 
Government which opened the door, through these discussions, to 
a saner and safer policy for the security and prosperity of the 
Near Eastern peoples in a world menaced by the gravest perils. 


NOTES OF THE WEEK 


HITLER SEES THE RED LIGHT 

Fears of some new explosion in the latest Hitler speech, directed 
against the existing European order, did not materialise. The reasons 
for this moderation are fairly clear: (1) increasingly rapid and effec- 
tive British réarmament: (2) the stern attitude of the United States, 
which has already produced a mutual-recall of Ambassadors; (3) the 
growingly anxious economic and financial condition of the Reich; 
and (4) the necessity for digesting the territorial acquisiuions so far 
made, and which are proving unexpectedly tough and painful. But 
although no new adventure was announced, no old ambition was 
renounced—neither Colonies nor, more significantly, the Ukraine. On 
the Ukraine question, however, the motto would seem to be “Go 
slow!” That it is not thrust altogether out of consideration may be 
gathered from the statement that German arming would continue. 
Against whom? Wo one threatens the German frontiers: and the 
only possible conclusion is that the arms are intended for use in 
further adventures. Those who remember the extremely delicate 
position in Spain and the Mediterranean, and bear steadily in mind 
Germany's internal difficulties, will not accept too confidently the 
Fithrer’s forecast of a long period of peace. Certainly, Britain can 
hardly slow down her defensive measures without much more solid 
guarantees than a prophecy from a man whose word has long been 
suspect. If Herr Hitler wants his words of peace to be taken at their 
face value, let him respond unequivocally to Mr. Chamberlain's over- 
tures for the limitation of armaments. 


A “SINISTER FLOURISH ” 

Furious at the impediment of his self-made economic diffictifties, 
Hitler turned on the Jews, with,abuse of whom his speech simply 
reeked. It was Jewish, together with non-Jewish, agitators, he said, 
who were continually stirring up hatred of Germany and the German 
people—a flagrant lie, of course, which unblushingly confuses these 
entities with the Nazi Government. The Jews, we are further told, 
will have to do useful work or experience an unimaginable crisis—a 
cynical warning, seeing that the Nazis have already thrown Jews out of 
every useful work, whether in factories, shops, or professions, and 
are busily influencing other countries to do likewise. But the worst 
missile aimed at the Jews was contained in the “ prophecy "—‘“a 
sinister flourish’ as THe Times calls it—that if international Jewry 
again succeeded in prectpitating a world war the consequences would 
be the annihilation of the Jewish race in Europe. The suggestion that 
“international Jewry ~ caused the Great War is, of course, a wicked, 
aged, and threadbare fiction favoured by the anti-Jewish scum for its 
own vile purposes. In this very speech Hitler charged Great Britain with 
entering the War not, as one would have supposed from his words, 
for the beaux yeux of the Jews, but from hostility to the German navy 
and German trade. 


It is, no doubt, true that Jews would suffer acutely in a new war. 


But so would others, and for obvious reasons. If they suffered to a 
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greater degree it would be because of the vicious incitements of. Nazis 
and their like, and the appetites for theft and murder already 
tickled in Germany by the recent pogroms. Herr Hitler's “ prophecy ” 
can be taken as a forecast of his justification should he land his 
unfortunate people in a second disastrous defeat—*“not I, but the 
Jews did it!” 


THE REFUGEES 

JupGeED solely by Hitler's attitude, as shown in his speech, it would seem 
that little assistance need be expected from that quarter in the solution 
of the refugee problem. His slogan—** Germany must export or die” 
“supplies the whole reason for his intransigence. While he is willing 
that Jews should figure largely on his export lists, he is even more 
determined that they should be accompanied by increased inanimate 
exports, and as that, of course, is intolerable to foreign traders, the 
whole problem drags. Meanwhile, Mr. Rublee’s resumed conversations 
in Berlin, following the fall of Dr. Schacht, are nearing completion, 
but there are, so far, few signs of anything tangible having been 
achieved. According to Hitler, Europe cangot have peace before 
the Jewish problem is settled. Will not some logical statesman 
intimate to him that in refusing to help in the settlement of the German- 
Jewish refugee problem he is himself standing in the way of peace, and 
that one way of furthering Germany's exports, and incidentally 
releasing her from the dire alternative which Hitler presents, is to stop 
an insane persecution which is everywhere creating non-Jewish as well 
as Jewish opponents of any truck with the Reich? 


FATE OF THE DEPORTEES 

One of the worst episodes in Germany's treatment of her Jewish 
population was the sudden expulsion of 15,000 Polish Jews some 
months ago. In this matter, however, Polish prestige was involved, and 
the question was accordingly taken up with the German Government. 
After much negotiation, an agreement has been reached which relieves, 
at least to Some extent, the plight of the deportees. The expelled Jews 
will be allowed to return to Germany for a short time and liquidate 
their affairs, though the money thus obtained will have to be paid into 
blocked accounts in German banks and left there until clearing arrange- 
ments can be made between Germany and Poland. Further, wives, and 
children up to the age of cightcen, are to be allowed to leave Germany, 
‘but aged parents as well as children over eighteen will. have to stay 
behind. These arrangements, it will be seen, virtually amount, with 
some modification which may mean much or little, to a victory for the 
Nazi expulsion policy. So far as the atrocious camp at Zbonszyn 1s 
concerned, they leave its future obscure, 


EVE OF THE PALESTINE CONFERENCE 

With the opening of the Palestine Conference on Tuesday next, the 
arrangements for the preseniatioy’ of the Jewish case become of 
immediate interest. Besides the actual Jewish delegation, which will 


probably consist of the political members of the Jewish Agency. 


Executive, all of them Zionists, there has been set up a Conference 
Committee, drawn from various countries, which is to collaborate 
with the delegation in a purely consultative capacity, and from 
which members may be added to the delegation. The object 
in view is obviously the very wise one that in formulating policies on a 
matter of vital consequence to the Jewish people, all views should as 
far as possible be heard. That is clearly the way to Jewish unity. It 
ensures, or should ensure, that the decisions taken command gencral 
support. And that, in its turn, should facilitate the proceedings of the 
conference, inasmuch as it will leave no doubt among the other parties 
as to where the Jewish people stand. 


JEWISH ARRANGEMENTS 

Ir is manifest, however, that the arrangement will form a searching 
test of Jewish wisdom and self-restraint. To take one instance, although 
the Conference Committee is to be consulted, the final decisions will 
apparently rest with the Agency Executive. If this dual system 
is to work smoothly, a considerable amount of tact and patience may 
have to be exercised by the delegates, and a good deal of the sense of 
proportion may be needed both from them and the Executive. Any 
other attitude, any tendency to undue sectionalism or the formation of 


“ caves,” can only exert a mischievous effect on the Jewish cause and’ 


rejoice the hearts of the enemies of the Jewish National Home. Then, 
again, the almost unwieldy size and highly variegated views and person- 
alities of the Committee are factors to be reckoned with. When the 
importance of making the presentation of the Jewish case as representa- 
live as possible was stressed in these columns some time ago it was 
hardly foreseen that the principle would be adopted with such 
enthusiasm as to produce a Committee which is described in one 
influential journalistic quarter as seemingly attaining the dimensions of 
a small Parliament. 


Manifestly, a personnel so constituted will have need of a consider- 
able measure of self-suppression and public spirit if it is to achieve 
anything like a‘harmony of views within its own body as well as with 
the members of the delegation. It is to be hoped, therefore, that the 
Committee will approach its functions in a practical and statesmanlike 
spirit. The gravity of the position demands no less, if one of the most 
Critical situations in Jewish history is to be safely handled.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE LONG WAY 


Forty years elapsed from the time the Israclites left the land ot 
slavery until they reached the borders of the land of promise. The 
Rabbis inform us that “ from Egypt to Canaan is eleven stages.” This 
distance. normally traversed within two weeks, was covered by the 
Children of Israel in forty years; and yet Scripture tells us that God 
was their guide. “And it came to pass, when Pharaoh had let the 
people go, that God led them not by the way of the land of the 
Philistines, although (or because) that was near.” The statement 
emphasises that there was design in what happened; God deliberately 
avoided the short route for them. ; 

We mav be certain that many Israelites of that period did not hesitate 
to criticise their Guide for having extended a journey of days into 
vears. Many are the events which occur in the world, as we believe, 
by the Divine will that puzzle us. How often do some of us think 
that if we had control of the universe we could manage it better than 
God! It may, therefore, be helpful to examine this histo: ical instance 
of His apparently faulty Providence, to try to detect the purpose 
behind it. and discover a principle which can be of service to us in our 
daily life. 

The Israelites had just been granted their liberty. After generations 
of bondage they were at last free, masters of their actions. A well- 
known trait of the human character is the tendency to swing from one 
extreme to the other. Man is like a pendulum: pull him in one 
direction. and as soon as you let him go he flies to the opposite direc- 
tion. Grant a slave freedom and, for a while at least, he ts almost 
certain to abuse tt. 

lf. then. God had taken the Children of Israel out of the house 
of bondage and within a few weeks transplanted them in a land of 
their own to govern themselves, it is not difficult to forecast what 
would ceriainly have happened. Liberty would have degenerated into 
licence. That would have been the short route—to lead Israel straight 
from Egypt to Canaan, but it would have been disastrous and would 
have imperilled the hopes of a stable nation ever being created. In 
His wisdom. God avoided the short way. For forty years He led 
them about the wilderness, where they were prepared for their sojourn 
in their own land. In the desert they were disciplined by hardships. 
In their blindness they often complained; but these trials were essential 
for the fulfilment of their destiny. They were hardened by adversity 
and trained for the conquest of the promised land. By following the 
long way, they ultimately reached their appointed destination. 


Reviewing that far-off event, we are able to sez, much more clearly 
than was possible by our forefathers, that, so far as the final result 
was concerned, the forty years’ wandering was actually shorter than 
a few weeks’ journcy would have been. This lesson from the past 
is applicable to our individual life, which for so many of us seems to 
be nothing more than an armless wandering in a wilderness. Difhiculties, 
troubles, and sorrows. constitute the lot ef the majority of mankind. 
Human life seems to be a more or-less continuous series of trials 
and worries. Like the Israelites, we not infrequently murmur against 
God for subjecting us to so much woe. We rail at His injustice 
because our fate is hard. There are not a few who deny His wisdom, 
power, goodness, or even His existence, because the world appears to 
them to lack the direction of an all-wise and all-compassionate Creatop. 

The answer to such complaints may be just this: God is: leading 
us the long way round to the destined end of human existence. The 
good which, as we saw, they were to derive from their difficulties and 
trials is an indication that the hardships of life are not purposeless, 
They have an essential place in the Divine scheme of the universe, 
whether we can perceive it or not. A religious leader of the last 
century finely remarked: “As in a piece of tapestry, where on one’side 
all is a confused and tangled mass of knots and on the other side 
a beautilul picture, so from the everlasting hills will this earthly life 
appear not the vain and chanceful thing we deem it here but a perfect 
plan guided by a Divine hand unto a perfect end.” When life presents 
itself to us as an unintelligible medley, without system or purpose, We 
should remember that there may be another perspective in which 
everything falls into its proper place. | 

In other matters also we can advantageously apply the Bibiical 
doctrine that the long way is often the shorter. This is particularly 
true of Our quest for happiness. There are many who try to reach the 
goal quickly by dubious methods. By concentrating all their efforts 
on their personal well-being, by ignoring their duty to their fellow- 
beings and turning a deaf ear to their claim for consideration, they 
hope to reach their goal by the quickest route. A selfish outlook of 
this nature can never bring abiding satisfaction, because true happiness 
is collective. 

It is the same with the present search for peace and security by 

Nothing is frustrating the fulfilment of that hope more 
than the method employed to realise it. Each nation views the problem 
from its Own standpoint and aims to obtain what it imagines is best 
In its OWn interests. That short cut is responsible for much of the chaos 
which now prevails. The longer route must be taken, which entails 
the establishment of a system. of international co-operation for the 
solution of problems which are essentially world-wide in character 
rather than national. By following this path, mankind will the more 


surely arrive at the haven of peace and contentment which is so ardently 
desired.

A KICK FOR CINDERELLA 


(With apologies fo Barri ‘Ss Cs host)

At the risk—a very big risk--of repelling my readers, 1 propose’ this 
week to say something about our premier seminary. Years, oh ever 
so many years, ago, some person or persons unknown dubbed Jews’ 
College the communal Cinderella. What they meant to imply was that 
it had been relegated to the cinders in the communal kitchen. and that 
nobody ever took any notice of it unless it was to kick it. Many, in 
fact, did bestow this particular attention on it. Almost literally it could 
be said that Cinderella got more kicks than ha‘pence. And it is because 
this attitude of impatience has persisted to the present day that | 
experienced some reluctance in dragging the subject into this column. 


* 
HOWEVER, the authorities of the College determined over two years 
ago that if the institution was to continue to be maltreated it should 
certainly be through no fault of their own. So they appointed a 
Committee to discover what was wrong with the College curriculum. 
And.now, after a delay of two years; which may at least show that the 
task was taken seriously, the Committee has delivered its report. The 
question is whether Cinderella will now. as a result, be restored to her 
proper station in the communal houschold or whether the same old 
tale of apathy tempered by kicks is to go on repeating itself until 
Anglo-Jewry ts itself left without a kick to its feet. 
Wet, it would be no use attempting to analyse seriatif the various 
improvements the report proposes to introduce into the College. ft am 
not the best man for the job, and you, dear reader, would be bored to 
tears. But there are several comments that might perhaps well be made 
here, because they have a bearing on what follows. For instance, | notice 
among the many no doubt valuable proposals in the report a suggestion 
that the former practice under which each student of the College was 
put into contact with'a member of the Council for the purpose of 
what is described as “ social guidance ~ should be revived. Now that 
is avery venerable idea. At some time in a remote age it had occurred 
to the College. and this ts what happened. The late Sir John Simon, 
recently confused by befuddled Fascists With the present Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, undertook to give a reception to the students at hts 
home-—somewhere, | think, in the neighbourhood of Tavistock Square. 

* 
THe students did not take kindly to the notion. They came to the 
conclusion that a great movement was afoot to. “civilise™ them. 
However, it was a case of must. amd go they accordingly did. One 
by one they were ushered into a large drawing-room and invited to 
sit down. There they were, all assembled and staring vacantly at the 
various appointments, with a feeling that they were “all dressed up, 
and. nowhere to go.” Occasionally a member of the household flitted 
in and addressed a few words to one or two of them, But they 
remained embarrassed and terribly irked. Then, at last, one of the 
students. who later made a big name tor himself in the American 
Jewish. Ministry, decided that this “civilisation” business had gone 
far enough. Perhaps he had been pondering the name of a certain 
book—* Civilisation: Its Cause and Cure “--which had a considerable 
vogue at that time. At any rate, he rose and left the house. Several 
others: followed him. What happened to the rest remains lost in 
obscurity. But those who left went—where do you think? To a local 
music-hall. It was a symptom of the abject desperation to which the 
had been reduced. It is now proposed to revive the whole idea under 
the name of “social guidance.” But this only proves that the types 
of student at the College remain more or less constant to this day, 
despite all the complaints and criticisms. And it ts because the student 
types remain largely constant that siudents still leave home—their 
spiritual home—and pass into other callings, like many before them. 


Another “ constant” factor! 
fi 


THN, again, I notice another old acquaintance among the recom- 
mendations: “ Provision should be made for adequate physical exercise 
forthe students of the College.” Well, Israel! Abrahams, of treasured 
memory. was a teacher at the College in those-far-off days. He had the 
sattte idea about physical exercise. So one day a party of students— 
as Mnimpressive a sporting team as one could imagine —toddled off to 
Regent's Park to show what they could do in the way of cricket. The 
high spot of the game, indeed an unforgettable one, occurred when one 
of the players in frock coat (and perhaps silk hat) strode to the wicket. 
Losing no time, he went with a mighty swoop at the first ball—and 
hit it. The fielders were so astonished that they forgot to run after it, 
and’ it went for a boundary, That was the end of this particular 
innings, but the star batsman never batted again. His one brief 
mofnent of glory was over—perhaps he missed his vocation—and 
* adequate physical exercise ” seems to have receded later on to a back 
place in the student activities. But it is to be tried again. The need 
remains “ constant.” . 


THEN I see that the question is again raised in the report of students 
who leave the College because of “religious doubts.” But there is 
nothing new in that either. “ Religious doubts “ affected some of the 
Students more than a generation ago. They did not prevent the 
doubters entering the Ministry—partly because the poor fellows had 
no other prospect of a livelihood, partly because the doubts were a 
form of what has been called intellectual measles (© which the young 
are heirs, and not least, | imagine, because they were often not much 
more than a pose, or an act of bravado, or a defiance of accepted 
beliefs which youth in its more impish moods enjoys with huge gusto. 
| think | am not far wrong when I say that heresy was not found in 
Jews’ College alone but was detected long ago in foreign Jewish 
seminaries, The fact that it is still met with in the London institution, 


however, ts yet another instance of “constant” characteristics. 
Indeed, so far as the College itself is concerned, the report seems to 
regard it as inevitable... . Then a further old trouble reappears: 


“ Insufficient personal contact between student and staff.” Dr. Israel 
Abrahams spotted that defect years ago. He invited students home 
lor Sabbath eve supper. On the other hand, the dour but immensely 
scholarly and sincere Dr. Hirsch had no such ideas. Having finished 
for the morning and mechanically entered, as per orders, the students’ 
marks (which never seem to have-been totted up), he closed his book, 
strode, or rather scraped, out of the room, and was lost to view till the 
following day. 
* 


STUDENTS to-day, we are told, hesitate to approach the present 
Principal with their difficulties. Why. is not explained. Can it be 
because his qualities as a stern disciplinarian made him, in the students’ 
View, unapproachable? If so, | have heard, at any rate, of former 
students who had no such hesitation and were most readily helped by 
him out of the wealth of his learning. But if. indeed, Dr. Biichler is a 
disciplinarian, he followed one, the saintly Dr. Friedlander, who most 
emphatically was not —a soul overflowing with human kindness, whose 
harshest words of reprimand to some hulking student were “Naughty!” 
or ~*~ Not nice!” and who could easily be persuaded by well-worn pleas 
to cancel the fines he had imposed. especially when the Jewish Holy- 
days were at hand. Well, the change from nursery sweetness to 
discipline, a radical change in the College administration, may 
have been too sudden—in fact. devastating. In any case, the attempt 
of the Committee to extricate self from the difficulty of Dr. Biichler’s 
life appointment by suggesting to him that while his wide learning and 
sound scholarship are “as vigorous as ever,” nevertheless he ts a 
septuagenarian and oughf therefore really to quit routine work and 
find rest and happiness in his study, does strike one as a bit naive, if not 
crude. As I read these words, the famous lines of Robert Southey 
kept running in my mind: 
“You are old, Father Wiiltam. the young man cried, 

The few locks which are left you are gray: 

You are hale, Father William, a hearty old man 

Now tell me the reason, I pray.” 
| could not supply the reason tn the case of Dr. Buchler. | only know 
that one of the gentlemen who were so kind and considerate about hts 
advancing years ts not so far trom being a septuagenarian himself, and 
would not take kindly any coaxing suggestion of retirement. 

* * 


[He truth of the whole matter ts that if the defects of the College 
remain constant, it ts largely because the Cgmmunitys faults are 
constant. Hf it is wooden, it ts because the Community ttself ts wooden 
and hard to change. In the earlier days of the Community, the 
Orthodox foreign-born distrusted the uniformed Jewish Minister, whom 
they likened to a Galach, and sneered at his Jewish scholarship. As 
religious questioning increased and Jewish scholarship waned, the 
young, too, held aloof from his ministrations, regarding him suspi- 
ciously as a poor man getting his living out of religion, in which he did 
not believe. Cinderella, always weeping for money, did not move them, 
and her spiritual oTspring, sending the hat round periodically, not to 
say unblushingly, for “testimonials, was not calculated to soften their 
hearts. Worse still, a worldiy-minded Community preferred walks of 
life that matched its own aspirations and refused to send Ms sons into a 
profession in which the pecuniary rewards were relatively small and the 
drudgery sometimes great, and which oflered few prospects of high 
positions commensurate with talent and ambition, It would not even 
provide a proper home for Cinderella to work in. Until there is a 
change of heart and outlook in the Community, things will not be 
better with the College: and unctuous, and not always fair, depreciation 
of its work comes very near to impertinence. Let the Community 
mend its own ways and there may soon be another tale to tell of its 
chief seminary. As it is, if the Community must kick somebody or 
something, it ought to kick itself!

REFUGEES DO NOT INCREASE 
UNEMPLOYMENT 


Sir S. Hoare Reiterates Statement 


When the House of Commons reassembled on Tuesday, Major J. J. 
SToURTON (Salford, S.) asked the Home Secretary whether his atten- 
tion had been drawn to the growing public indignation against the 
policy of admitting further refugees into this country, in view of the 
fact that there were already nearly 2,000,000 unemployed on the live 
register; and what steps he preposed to take to meet the situation. 

Sir SAMUEL Hoare: No, Sir. As I have previously explained it ts 
possible by a policy of selection and control to admit a number ot 
refugees without aggravating the unemployment problem. For 
example, refugees can be admitted for domestic service. Again some 
foreigners have started new industries which have given employment 
to substantial numbers of our own people. Amongst the refugees 
admitted are many who are being maintained by relatives or charitably- 
minded people until they can make their way to some other country. 

Between July 1, 1938, and January 27, 1939, there have been admitted 
into the United Kingdom 3,897 adults and 2,843 children from Germany 
and Austria, and 650 adults and 160 children from Czecho-Slovakia. 
He could not say without notice how many of these had entered on 
trangit. 

Major Stourton asked furiher questions about the admission of 
“ undesirable aliens,” and Mr. M. PetHerick (Con., Falmouth) urged 
the Home Office to “exercise more care concerning Stateless aliens 
coming into this country whom it is impossible to get rid of by 
deportation.” 


COMMISSION FOR BRITISH GUIANA 


In reply to several questions, Mr. Matcotm MacDonacp (Colonial 
Secretary) said: By agreement with the Co-ordinating Committee for 
Refugees, an expert Commission of six members has been selected 
by President Roosevelt's Advisory Committee on Refugees to proceed 
to’ British Guiana to carry out the survey of the areas which we have 
in mind. In addition, His Majesty's Government are nominating one 
or two British members to serve on the Commission, and their names 
will be announced shortly. The Agricultural Chemist to the British 
Guiana Government is also being especially attached to the Com- 
mission in an advisory capacity, and in general the Commission will 
have the co-operation and assistance of the Government's officers 
in the Colony. The Commission are proceeding to British Guiana tn the 
early days of February. 


MR, CHAMBERLAIN, MUSSOLINI, AND THE JEWS 


In the course of his statement on his visit to Rome, Mr. NEVILLE 
‘CHAMBERLAIN (Prime Minister) made the following reference to the 
persecution of the Jews: With regard to the Jewish problem, it was 
clear that Signor Mussolini felt that the matter was an international 
one which could not be solved by any one State alone and which 
must be treated on broad lines. 


DEBATE ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


In the course of the foreign affairs debate which followed, Sir 
ARCHIBALD SINCLAIR (Lib., Caithness) referred to “the shame which 
was widely felt by decent Germans at the Jewish pogrom. I believe,” 
he said, “that a number of people in Germany feel like this, but 
probably they are a diminishing quantity.” This diminution, he felt, 
was due to the failure of democracy to stand by its principles. The 
Germans had faith but no conscience, and we had conscience but no 
faith. 

When Sirk NAiRNE SANDEMAN (Con., Prestwich), referring to Germany, 
said: “ People generally get the Government that suits them.” an hon. 
member interjected: “It does not suit the Jews.” Sir Nairne replied: 
“ The Jews do not like it, but I do not think the Jews were quite as 
clever as they usually are.” 

Miss ELEANOR RatHBone (Ind., English Universities) made an appeal 
for a more generous and farseeing attitude to the réfugees. Paying 
tribuie to the sympathy of. Mr. Georrrey Litoyp (Under-Secretary 
tor Home Affairs) she said: We ail know, from the recent survey. 
that there are half a million Jews alone who are being hunted for 
their lives, stripped of all their goods and in deadly peril. Since the 
beginning of July, only between 6,000 and 7,000 German refugees have 
been allowed to enter this country, of whom nearly one half were 
children. We know that the regulations under which they are permitted 
to enicr are such that it is mainly only the relatively well-to-do refugees 
who are able to gei in because only these can obtain the financial 
guarantees demanded. We, unfortunately, accepted the fatal principle 
adopted at the Evian Conference that not a penny was to be spent 
from public funds and that everyihing done to assist refugees must be 
done by voluntary enterprise. There is not an expert on the refugee 
question who does not recognise that that is equivalent to saying 
“We are very sorry for all the people who are in danger of being 
drowned by this flood, and we will do our best to rescue them. but 
mind, we must use nothing but feacups to bale out the flood.” ;

A FATHER OF HEROES 
Death of Fischel Aaronsohn 


HIS WORK FOR THE WAR OFFICE 


A Correspondent writes : 

The death, at the age of ninety-one, of Ephraim Fisc2el Aaronsohn, 
the head of the Aaronsohn family, of Zichron Jacob, has removed a 
figure who had already become a legend in the Yishuv and in the 
history of Jewry dur.ng the Great War. He was one of the earlicst 
settlers from Rumania soon after Laurence Otiphant, the d plomat and 
author of the “* Land of Gilead,” had advocated the return of Jewry to 
their ancient homeland; and he was the last survivor of these pioneers. 
He was drawn to Palestine by a genuine love of the soil and a desire to 
cultivate it in simple surroundings. He did much to assist the develop- 
ment of the Palestine Jewish Colonisation Association (P.LC.A.). 

Aaron ohn’s children were all farmers, typical of a new and sree 
generation which had thrown off the ghetto spirit. His eldest son, 
Aaron (who was killed in an aerop‘ane accident while flying to the 
Peace Conferencz in 1919) was a most remarkable man. His fame, as 
the discoverer of “ wild wheat,” is secure in the publications of th: 
U.S.A. Department of Agriculture, 1910. William Bullitt, the American 
Ambassador, was a personal friend, and wrote of him: “I think Aaron 
Aaronsohn the greatest man I have ever met: a giant resembling 
Prometheus.” His knowledge of every inch of the Palestinian soil, 
his gift for dealing with Turks and Arabs, combined with his Jewish 
p.triote fervour, led him to the establishment of the famous “ Nilt 
Organisation” in 1915 and 1916. General Mac onogh, the Director 
of Military Intelligence during the Great War, has testified to the 
invaluable aid given by Aaronsohn’s information in Allenb,’s campaigr. 

Ihe Aaronsohn fam ly, from the fatyer down, were the leaders of 
this secret organisation, which set itself to maintain friendly relations 
with the Turks, while communicating their movements to the Br tish 
for.es in Cairo and the War Ojfice in London. They did not go 
unscathed. F.schzl Aaronsohn and his daughter Sara we-e arrested 
and tortured, as the Turks knew how to torture, to make them reveal 
their fellow-conspirators. The father and daughter were compelled to 
witness each other's sufferings. When the daugh‘er feared that the 
father would speak, he rebuked her, saying: “Amin ta Jew?” 

Sara shot herself rather than give away her friends. Her grave 13 
now the scene of ar annual pilerima e of Palest.nian Jewish Youth. 
S eis the Jewish Joan of Arc, and her life story has been written by 
the French novelists, J. and J. Tharaud. Her last letter, after she 
had been toriured for five whol: days, contains tie following moving 
words: * Tell my brothers to avenge me. No pity fer the bandits 

they had none for me. I cannot stand my _ suffering: and 
martyrdom any loner. ... They want to send mz to Damascus: 
there | shall certainly be hanged. Luckily, | have a little revo‘ver.

Mr. HENRY ISAACS (Leeds)

Mr. Henry Isaacs, who died last week, was one o¢ the oldest members of 
the local Jewis) community, having been a member of the Belgrave Street 
Synagogue for nearly hal!-a-century. He served on practically all Com- 
miitees associated with the Synagogue. He took a deep and practical 
interest in the local Talmud Torah, of which he wasa former Vic2-President, 
and was a keen Zicnist. Not many years before his death he moved to Pal-

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THE REV. EPHRAIM LEVINE 
Twenty-five Years in the Ministry 


A DISTINGUISHED PREACHER AND WRITER 


To-morrow, Sabbath Beshallach, the Rev. Ephraim Levine, the well- 
known Minister of the New West End Synagogue and one of Anglo- 
Jewry’s most gifted preachers, will celebrate the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of his entry into the Ministry. 


Born in Glasgow, a son of the late Rev. Isaac Levine. of the Garnethill 
Synagogue, he was educated at the Glasgow High School. where he gained 
scholarships and many distinctions: at Jews’ College. under the late Dr. 
Friedlander; at University College: and graduated with honours in 1906. 

— Proceeding to Jesus College, Cam- 
bridge. as Alfred Louis Cohen 
Scholar. he obtained a first-class in 
the Oriental Languages Tripos and a 
first-class in the Theological Tripos. 
He was elected a Scholar of his 
college. and among his successes at 
Cambridge were the Tyrwhitt Hebrew 
Scholarship. the Mason Prize. the 
University Hebrew Prize. and other 
college awards. 

In 1914, Mr. Levine was appointed 
Minister of the St. John’s Wood 
Synagogue. where he remained for 
two years. “At St. John’s Wood,” 
said Mr. Levine to a JewisH 
CHRONICLE representative, “I had the 
good fortune to have as my. first 
Warden the late Albert M. Woolf, one 
of the greatest of communal workers 
the United S\nagogue ever had and 
the ideal guide for a voung Minister. 
| also had as my colleague the Jate 
Rev. H. L. Price. whose memory and 

THe Rev. Levin: friendship | shall always treasure. I 
Shall alwa\s look back with gratitude 
to the two years I spent with my friends of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue. 

“In 1916, I was invited to accept the pulpit of the New West End 
Synagogue. Here again 1 had the good fortune to enjoy the friendship and 
éncouragement of the leaders of the Congregation and the members. My, 
first Wardens were the late James Rossdale, the late Neville D. Cohen. 
and Mr. Arthur L. Lazarus. They all set a fine example of communal 
responsibility which has remained in the Synagogue. Many of those old 
friends have now gone, but the tradition has been well maintained by 
their suceessors. We have in some cases an unbroken record of family 
service, and the children and grandchildren of the original founders have 
filled the S\nagogue offices. One of the present Wardens. Mr. Adrian 
Franklin, is the grandson of the late Ellis Franklin. one of the founders. 
Our Sabbath attendances are not as large as they ought to be. and although 
our present Wardens do all in their power to stimulate the religious life 
of the Synagogue. we have still a long way to go before we can be satisfied. 
We have instituted Friday evening choral services. which are welcomed 
by some of our members. But the question of attendance at public worship 
exercised the S\nagogue even in the days of Mr. Singer, and we are ne 
worse than our nredecessors.” 

In his position as, Minister, Mr. Levine has had much opportunity to 
observe the state of religion in the Jewish Community in general. ~~ Sabbath 
attendance.” he said, “is not the only indication of the value of the religious 
life of a Congregation: There is a great deal of true religion to-day: I 
do not think there was ever a time when the ethical principles of Judarsm 
were more in evidence. We have a Congregation of men and women who 
are prominently occupied with almost every phase of communal and social 
work. We are proud of the fact that so many of our institutions are 
guided by members of the New West End Synagogue. I would like to add 
that a more charitable congregation could not be found. The amount 
collected for appeals is tremendous, and we have many real philanthropists 
whose beneficence is continually exercised for every, good cause.” 

Speaking of the power of the pulpit, Mr. Levine referred to the height 
to which Mr. Singer had raised the pulpit of the New West End Synagogue. 
Singer became the ideal of the Anglo-Jewish pulpit which every preacher 
would like to emulate. “It was an ordeal to stand in Singer's place. I 
have striven to make the message of the pulpit worthy of its tradition, 
and I leave it to others to judge with what success.” 

Mr. Levine is a firm advocate of closer association with our non-Jewish 
friends. He has often occupied the pulpit in churches. where he has been 
accorded a warm welcome. A few weeks ago. at a joint service of Jews 
and Christians in Highbury Chapel. he addressed a congregation of 1.500 
on the permanence of the message of Judaism to the world. 

Mr. Levine paid a high tribute to the assistance he has always received 
from his wife and to her activities in the Synagogue and the Community. 

He has wriiten a number of books. among them a volume of 


sermons entitled “ The Faith of a Jewish Preacher “; “ The History of the 
New West End S)nagogue ~; “A Jewish Contribution to the Parting of the 
Roads”; a “History of the Mocatta Library and “Judaism” in the 


“People’s Books” series. At one time, for a period of two years, he

To Begin on Tuesday 
PERSONNEL OF THE DELEGATIONS 


All-Sections Jewish Conference Committee 


(From our Lobby Correspondent) 


The Colonial Office has made it known that the secretariat 
of the conference had been established in St. James's Palace, and dis- 
cussions had been taking place between Mr. Malcolm MacDonald 
and representatives of all the delegations regarding conference arrange- 
ments. One of the anticipated difficulties was the translation of speeches 
into Arabic and Hebrew. On Tuesday afternoon Mr. MacDonald 
announced in the Commons his anticipation that the conference would 
open next Tuesday. The first session is expected to begin on the 
morning of that day. 

The Jewish Agency for Palestine, in an official statement, announced 
that Dr. Chaim Weizmann, its President, will lead the Jewish negotiating 
body. Other members of the Executive who will serve on it are 
Mr. David Ben Gurion, Chairman of the Executive in Jerusalem, 
Professor Selig Brodetsky, Head of the Political Department in London, 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann, representative of the Jewish Agency in Paris 
and Geneva, and Mr. M. Shertok, Head of the Political Department 
in Jerusalem. | 

Further members will be drawn from a Conference Committee of 
leading Jewish personalities, both Zionist and non-Zionist, widely repre- 
sentative of the Jews of the British Empire and of foreign countries. 

The function of this Conference Committee will be to advise and 
assist in the conduct of the talks, and it will remain tn session in London 
until the discussions with the Government end.

AFTER CAIRO 


Difficulties of the Arab Delegations 
THE SHADOW OF THE MUFTI 


[From our Correspondent—JerusaLem, January 27] 


One of the astonishing things that has come out of the “ negotia- 
tions’ in Cairo was the declaration of Nuri Pasha es-Said, who told 
pressmen in Cairo that it did not matter who went to London on behalf 
of the Nashashibi Defence Party as their political views coincided with 
those of the Mufti! One might well ask, why have a Defence Party 
at all? The whole point of the Nashashibi campaign has been that 
they do not agree with the Mufti; so that Nuri Pasha’s airy dismissal of 
their political attitude might properly be construed as an attempt to 
hide his own discomfiture at being unable to move the Mufti from his 
dictatorial stand. 

Yet another factor entered the situation during the Cairo prelimin- 
When he led the prayers as Imam (preacher) in a prominent 
Cairo mosque on Friday, January 20, King Farouk was enthusiastically 
hailed by his Egyptian congregation, in the presence of the august Arab 
visitors from equally independent Mohammedan kingdoms, as * Caliph 
of Islam.” Now that is a very touchy and controversial point in 
Islamic affairs. The claim to the Caliphate might equally be made by 
the Imam Yahya of the Yemen or King Ghazi of Iraq. King Ibn Saud 
would not be regarded as eligible because he is a Wahabi (a parallel, 
say, to a Greek Catholic being unsuitable as a candidate for the 
Papacy). Moreover, Turkey is known to be strongly averse to any 
movement for the revival of the Caliphate, which was an Ottoman 
royal prerogative for some centuries and which lapsed when Sultan 
Abdul Mejid abdicated in 1922. 

This faux pas on the part of the Egyptian Moslems proved as great 
an irritant as the. “.Tunis, Corsica, Nice!” cry in the Italian Chamber 
of Deputies ‘on a memorable occasion. The Egyptian Press took up 
the issue for a day or two, but then dropped it precipitately, obviously 
on receipt of well-intended advice;.and the Emir Seif ul Islam Hussein, 
eldest son of the ruler of the Yemen, who was in Cairo as a delegate, 
flew back hurriedly to Sanaa to consult with his father. Upon such 
irifles are significant developments based. 

The London Conferences have been given a bad send-off by the 
Cairo gathering, and it might be as well for the various Arab delegations 
to examine the situation a trifle more closely. With the Muftis insist- 
ence on the one hand that the basis of the conference must be the 
a priori abandonment of the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate, 
coupled with the latent hostility caused by the amazing Caliphate 
outburst, the atmosphere in London will be none too pleasant for those 
who place sanguine hopes on its outcome.

DIFFERENCES AMONG ARAB LEADERS 
Welcome for Nashashibis ? 
LITTLE POSSIBILITY OF FEDERAL SOLUTION 


[from our Diplomatic Correspondent] 


I imagine that neither the. Egyptian nor the Saudi-Arabian 
—-let alone the Transjordan—delegations will be sorry to see the 
Palestinian Moderates at the conferences. For they naturally intend 
to express broad solidarity with the Arab case in Palestine, but would 
deplore the necessity of supporting the extremist and terrorist case 
because the other went unrepresented. | 

The contention that the Arabs are as one is singularly misleading. 
To mention but one important difference, the Mufti and his group, 
backed by the Yemen and perhaps by Iraq, want to eliminate British 
control from Palestine so far as possible and substitute for it a mere 
military alliance, as in Iraq and Egypt. But the present standard of 
political experience and capacity of the Palestinian Arabs cannot 
compare with that of Egyptian statesmanship, while the freedom of 
Iraq has been so unfavourable both to British influence and interests 
and to the religious and racial minorities that France is declining to 
follow it in regard to the far more cultured Syrians. 

It would hardly suit Egypt to have a turbulent and misgoverned 
Arab State as her neighbour and bastion against external aggression: 
while that sagacious warrior and ruler, Ibn Saud. is understood 
to value and recognise the advantage of a pro!onged period of British 
guidance in Palestine. Whether he and the Egyptian Government 
appreciate the further point that too drastic a restriction of Jewish ° 
immigration into the Holy Land may also diminish the potential 
benefits of Arab and Jewish co-oneration from the twofold standpoint 
of defence and economic development is perhaps more doubtful at. 
this juncture, although Arab-Jewish contacts at the conferences may 
conceivably lead to some such conviction among all Moderate groups. 

It is inevitable that at some stage in the conferences the idea of a 
so-called Federal solution, which would include the Christian Lebanon 
as well as the Jewish National Home aiong with several Arab- 
Moslem States, will be mooted. That conception, however, is no 
longer encouraged by the French, anxious as they are to retain yet 
awhile a strong control over Mandated Syria on the ground that the 
twenty-seven nationalities and creeds which are to be found in Svria 
can hardly be said to constitute a nation. 

Ibn Saud is most suitably represented by his son and Foreign 
Minister; whilst the titular leadership of the Egy ptian delegation is 
Suggestive. For Prince Moneim is the son of the ex-Khedive, Abbas 
Hilmi Pasha, and not many years ago Hilmi Pasha was confident that 
he could effect an Arab-Jewish reconciliation in Palestine. This view 
may have been over-optimistic, but it may be worth recalling. King 
Farouk could not be better represented than by his gifted Chef de 
Cabinet, Ali Maher Pasha, a statesman renowned for his straight- 
forwardness, integrity, and moderation, as also for his friendship for 
this country and comprehension of its interests.

PROPAGANDIST RING DISCOVERED 


Using the Country for Axis Ambitions 
AIMS OF CERTAIN POWERS 


[From our January 29] 


It has come to my Knowledge that patient investigation by the local 
authorities has revealed the existence of an organised network of 
foreign propagandists in Palestine, the purpose of which was to stir 
up strife, not only between Jews and Arabs. as a means of keeping 
the East in a ferment and embarrassing the democratic Powers in their 
relations with the Arab peoples. 

To well-informed observers it is obvious that German and Italian 
propagandists stand little chance of success in Egypt, Iraq, Trans- 
jordan, or Turkey. It is in Palestine and Syria. seething with racial 
and political animosities artificially nurtured. that the best field for 
their work is offered. Through certain consulates in these two 
territories there has been a flow of funds and propaganda literature, 
which native agents have not failed to exploit to the fullest degree. 
[he plan of setting Arabs against Arabs, the central feature of the 
* patriotic ” campaign of violence now raging here, is cleverly con- 
ceived. These agents Know too well that a mass onslaught upon the 
lewish population can now never succeed: the Yishuv is maintaining 
an efficient defence which it would be almost impossible to break 
down. But what is known as “ internal terrorism” can be conducted 
with an effect equal to that of assassinations of Jews. Moreover. the 
conspirators, with a knowledge of Oriental psychology and customs. 
ure aware that the blood feud system persists among the Arabs in all 
1s medieval intensity: and the consequences of the present murders 
are thus never-ending. 

One reason advanced for the absence from this country of Husseini 
family leaders as well as the lesser fry supporting the Mufti of 
Jerusalem. who might ordinarily be expected to be immune from the 
terrorists, is their tear of the blood-feud. It will possibly take a long 
terme before these Arab politicians, now residing sately in Beirut; Cairo, 
and Damascus, will venture to return and court the reprisals of families 
which have been victimised by the pro-Multi terrorists. 

These foreign agents meddling in Palestine have the fullest cognisance 
of all this. Furthermore, they are intent upon learning the extent ot 
our local military defences, of the plans which the British War Office 
may have for Palestine in the event of war. The Suez Canal remains 
oi profound concern to a certain Power: and Palestine ts advantage- 
ously situated tor the defence of the Canal. 


INIMIGRANTS BRING IN MONEY 
Survey of Economic Activities in 1938 


[COMMUNICATED] 


The American Economic Committee for Palestine. which conducts 
the Central Bureau for Economic Information at. Tel-Aviv, recently 
issued a survey of its activities for the year 1938. Several imteresting 
facts emerge {rom a comparison with the Bureau's activities during 
1937. During 1938, the Bureau replied to S05 inquirers, 188 of whom 
were either new immigrants or persons representing prospective 
immigrants. Of these 188, 144 stated their capital resources. That 
capital aggregated £P1.186.320. which was almost three times the 
aggregate capital reported by similar inquirers in 1937. It was noted 
that during 1938 there were more inqutrers with £P10.000 and over 
than in 193°. 

In both years, the main field of inquiry was the possibility of estab- 
lishing new industrial enterprises. There were. however, marked 
differences in the countries of origin of the inquirers, both of those who 
came in person and of those inquiries received by mail: in 1937, the 
majority of the inquiries originated in Germany and Poland; in 1938, 
the German immigrants declined in number, and there was a marked 
increase in Rumanian. Austrian, and Czech immigrants. The inquiries 
received by mail in 1938. totalled 157, which was almost twice the 
number received in 1937,

Yishuy’s Steady Progress 


Mr. Moshe Shertok (Head of the Political Department of the 
Jewish Agency), formally declar.d open a rew centreo. Zionaist 
activities in North London on Saturday evening. 

Ihe organisation responsible for establishing the cengre whicd 
comprises clubrooms and offices at 11, Siamford Hill is the Friends 
of Working Palestine, founded by the North London Poal: Zior. The 
premises will a'so house other movements, includ ng Habonim and 
Young Poale Zion. A number of social and cultural activ.ties are 
being planned. Among those who spoke at the opening reception, over 
which Mr. A. Richtiger presided, were Dr. S. Levenberg and Messrs. 
David Weitzman, M. Roset'¢, A. Vitebski, J. Becher, B. Mlavski, 
Alexander, and Howard. 

While Palestine Jewry, siid Mr. Svertox, had suffered hundreds of 
individual losses as a result of three years o attack on Lfe and 
property, it had, as a unit, made steady progress and was now stronger 
than three years ago. On the other hand, the pss.ton of the com- 
munity that had attacked them had become very bad. 

“I do not,” declared Mr. Sthertok. “ say that wih any sense of glee. 
The ultimate future of the Jews in Palestine dzpends not only on the 
closest possible unity between the two races but also oa prosperity, 
social progress, educit onal and cconomic betterment being spread 
all over the country, for all sections cf the populitona to share. We 
cannot hop: to prosper, in toe long run, if side by side with us there is 
a community very poor and backward.” Prosperous industries could 
be built up in Palestine only if, in the long run, the whole country had 
a sufficiently high degree of purchasing power to» buy the goods 
manufactured. Security in the cou try cou'd, in th: long run, only be 
established if all sections of the population were equally contented. 
Labour standards —standards which the Jewish worker had won by a 
hard struggle within the community could be secured and maintained 


only if they were not continuall, und-rmined, as now, by low-paid and 
unorganised labour. 


But their duty was, of course, to themselve;: and on'y it they were 
strong and numerous enough to maintain their own position could they

Consis ent Progress 


[From our Correspondent) 


The Order Achei Brith bas issued a statement 6n the present position 
of the Health Insurance section, which, as an Approved Society under 
the National Insurance Acts, is separately administered by the Order, 
Satisfaction is expressed with regard to the steady increase in member- 
ship, which is supported by an efficient system of administration. 
Expeditious arrangements for dealing w.th claims for benefit have 
upheld the Order's good record as an Approved Society. Itis adm.tted, 
nevertheless, that restricted additional benefits have caused a measure 
of discontent, but it is hoped that this drawback will be remedied by 
tre Valuation now in progress. 

During 1938, membership increased by 1,989, as compared with 1,690 in 
the previous year. The additions were made up of 1,616 new members and 
373 transfers. New members included 80) who had entered as juvenile con- 
tribut. rs. Ceased membership c.used by insuranc: termirations, transfers, 
and deaths, accounted for 1,386 during the year, so that there was a 
sufstantial favourable balance, It is pointed out that the number coming 
under the heading of ceased m mbership ts not exceptional, as many ceased 
insurance owing to changes in employment, or where ea nings exceeded the 


limit. Inadd tion, 70 men and women reached the age of 65 an! became 
elicible tor old-age pensions, 


Nearly 17,000 State-insured Members 


The nct membership figure has now reached tie remirkable total of 
16,740. Under the new Volunt ry Pensions Act, existing voluntary contri- 
butors were given the o;tion of conti uing health and persions insurance on 
the old Ines or of entering the new scheme. In the Achei Brith, the 
majority of the Society's vcluntary contributors preferred to continue as 
in the past, thus remaining wit) the Approved Society. Such contributors 
numbcr 335. Future voluntary contr. buto:s must be insured separately for 
health and fer pensions insuranc:’, and must stamp two cards. : 

In dealing with the additional or treatment benefits, the utmost care has to 
be exercised in an enceavour to avoid expenditure in exce s of the sum 
available. In spite of thes: efforis, dental benefits had again to be suspended 
for a short p.riod. As teearts convalescent home tccatment, applications 
have to be carefuily scrutinised and only the most urgent cases can te 
provided with this benefit urder present c nditions. There were 1,644 claims 
tor dental and convalescent trea ment, involving an cxpend.ture of £2,143.

RUBLEE NEGOTIATIONS 
Nazi Secrecy 


MODIFICATIONS OF SCHACHT PLAN 


Another meeting between Mr. George Rublee, Director of the Inter- 
Governmental Committee, and Dr. Wohlthat jhe official of the German 
Ministry of Economics who is conducting fhe negotiations on Jewish 
emigration for the Nazi Government in place of Dr. Schacht, was held 
on Wednesday, and further conversations are to follow. 

The negotiations were resumed last week at. the point where they 
were broken off by the dismissal of Dr. Schacht. Dr. Wohlthat ts 
said, according to one report, to have demanded only minor modifica- 
tions of the memorandum which had been prepared for, but never 
delivered to, the former Reichsbank President. 

Mr. Rublee was to have left Berlin on Wednesday, and ts expecied 
to report to the Inter-Governmental Committee, which ts meeting in 
London on Sunday week. Meanwhile, there is an entire lack of 
information as to the German Governments intentions. 

Last week, Mr. Chamberlain, the Prime Minister, saw Lord Winter- 
ton and Mr. Myron Taylor, the Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the 
inter-Governmental Committee. According to the Dairy TELEGRAPH 
AND MorninG Post, the Prime Minister has appointed some of his 
colleagues to assist the work of the Committee and repart direct to 
the Cabinet. 

A delegation from the Jewish Colenisation Committee in Poland, 
led by the Chief Rabhy, Dr. Schorr. arrived in London last week trom 
Warsaw. The delegation hopes to lay Polish needs before the British 


_ authorities and members of the Inter-Gaovernmental Committee. It 


will press for mereased emigration tacilities for Polish Jews, especially 
those [rom Germany, 


COMMISSION FOR’ BRITISH GUIANA 


Mr. Malcolm MacDonald announced in the House of Commons on 
Tuesday that, by agreement with the Co-ordinating Committee for 
Refugees, a Commission of six has been selected by President Roose- 
velt's Advisory Committee on Retugees to carry out a survey of British 
Guiana. The Commission will ‘leave for Guiana on Wednesday. A 
full report appears in the Parliamentary news. 


GERMAN REFUGEES IN) FRANCE 
Bandied Across .the Frontier 


[From our Correspondent—Parts] 


M. Lours Rollin, a Deputy of the French Chamber and a former 
member of the Government, has sent a memorandum to the Minister 
of the Interior, M. Albert Sarraut, in which he exposes at some length 
the tragic position of the German refugees. | 

The refugees arriving in France are practically always in an illegal 
position, because they come without a visa and are, therefore, liable 
to imprisonment. The magistrates, although they appreciate their 
tragic position, are bound by the decree of May last not to admit 
extenuating circumstances; and they have to condemn them to prison. 
When the refugees have served their sentence, they are deported to 
the inferno from which they have fled. Shortly afterwards they are 
back again in France, because the Gestapo has forced them back 
across the frontier. The penalties for the second offence are more 
severe than for the first, and are followed once again by deportation 
to Germany. But Germany does not want them. What can the 
unfortunate people do? * They have the alternatives of committing 
suicide of going once again to prison until, finally, they will be sent 
to penal servitude. They have no hope of emigrating to another 
country, since no Consulate will give a visa to a person who has served 
a prison sentence. 

M. Rollin suggested the necessity for a modification of the decree to 
enable the courts to acquit such refugees. He also asked that refugees 
arriving without a visa might be granted the right of temporary resi- 
dence for a reasonable period, which would enable them to secure visas 
for other countries, There were many relief organisations who would 
provide for their maintenance, so that this would be less expensive 
for the French State than keeping them in prison. 


PORTUGAL 


The Portuguese Government is sponsoring a Bill to prohibit foreign 
doctors from practising in Portugal. 

rhe Government has also authorised the settlement in the country of 
the parents of German retugees already settled there. 

Rumours regarding the intention of the Government to introduce 
anti-Jewish racial legislation were recently categorically denied. 


INDIA 


Increasing numbers of refugees are passing through Bombay, on 
their way to Shanghai, chiefly on Italian boats (reports our. Bombay 
Correspondent). The s,s. “Conte Verde,” which passed through 
recently, carried 450 of them. The Bombay Harbour Police have 
become very strict and do not allow refugees to land while their ship 
is in port. Many of the refugees are anxious to stay in India, but it 
has become most difficult to obtain permits for them. The local 
Community are doing their best to assist them, but they are unable to 
do much because they feel that they owe a bigger duty to those who 
However, the boats are being met regularly, 
and as much assistance as possible is afforded, .

NO-MAN’S-LAND CAMPS TO BE 
ABOLISHED 


According to reports received in Paris, reports the Jewish Telegraphic 
Avency, an agreement has been reached between the Hungarian and 
Czecho-Slovakian frontier authorities to abolish the no-man’s-land 
camps occupied by Jewish refugees, by permitting their occupants to 
proceed to Hungary and to Czecho-Slovakia. 

Hungary is expected to absorb the majority of the stranded Jews, 
since most of them come from territories ceded to her. Over 200 of 
those who were admitted to Czecho-Slovakia have been interned as 
stateless, being former Russian and Polish citizens, in two camps near 
Bratislava and Nitra. They are to stay there until facilities are provided 
for them to emigrate. Barracks are being erected for them by funds 
eranted by the Joint Distribution Committee, while the cost of their 
maintenance is to be shared by that Committee and by the Lord 
Mayor's Czech Fund. 


1,000 REFUGEES LEAVE FOR CHINA 


The Italian liner “ Conte Biancamano ™ left Naples last week carry-. 
ing 1,000 Jews, mostly Germans, who are hoping to establish themselves 
on Chinégse territory, and will disembark at Shanghai. Their settlement, 
reports Ti limes, is apparently to be organised in collaboration with 
the Japanese authorities now in occupation. 

In cecent issues, we have reported the extremely difficult conditions that cxist 
in Shanghai. and the fact that the majority of refugees were faced -with 
unemployment and starvation. 


CZECHO-SLOVAKIA 

Although the Government have given assurances that they will look 
after the refugees without distinction of nationality, religion, or race, 
nothing much has been done for the Jewish refugees (writes our Prague 
Correspondent). In addition, it must be pointed out that although the 
League Council has agreed to the inclusion of the Sudetenland refugees 
within the scope of the High Commissioner's competence, only 
refugees of German nationality are meant. Some 15,0CO Jewish 
Sudetenland refugees are, therefore, left entirely dependent on Jewish 
help 

Great Britain and France are putting £16,000,000 at the disposal of 
the Czecho-Slovak Government £8,000,000 as: a gift outright, the 
other half as a loan. The British Government, subject to Parliamentary 
approval, will treat as a free grant to Czecho-Slovakia £4,000,000 out 
of the advance of £10,000,000 already made. This £4,500,000 will be 
paid into a special account, and will be used in providing foreign 
exchange tor relugees 
or racial grounds— who have to leave Czecho-Slovakia. 

Also to be devoted to the refugees are the amounts which the Czecho- 
Slovak Government would normally have to provide in meeting the 
interest and repayments on the Five per Cent. Czecho-Slovak Loan, 
1937-42, to the nominal value of 700,000,000f. The responsibility for 
this loan, issued in France, has now been taken over by the French 
Government, and the amount corresponding to the capital of the loan 
in 1942 will additionally go for the same purpose of helping refugees, 
so far as is required. . 

A secret agreement whereby Czecho-Slovakia shall deliver up on 
demand any Germans or Sudeten-German political refugees was, 
reports the News CurRonicce, signed by the Czecho-Slovak Foreign 
Minister when he was in Berlin recently. According to its terms, the 
German State Police are at liberty to demand the extradition of any 
individual direct from the Czecho-Slovak police, who must automatice 
ally comply. Diplomatic representations are not necessary. 

Ihe National Bank in Prague has given its consent to the transfer 
of 20,000,000 Czech kronen (about £145,000) to a committee which is 
promoting the emigration of 1,500 Jews from Moravska Ostrava to the’ 
Dominican Republic. The bank is to retain a discount of 30 per cent, 
of this sum. 

The Hicem has received 1,200 visas for Bolivia and Chile, and about 
1,500 Jews are to emigrate to Palestine on 400 capitalist certificates. 

I understand that plans are being discussed for removing the Brno 
Jewish textile industry to England. 

Two hundred Jewish families in Slovakia, having had agricultural 
training, are to be settled on farms in Canada. 

In Carpatho-Ukraine, the Zionist Organisation and the W.1.Z.0.. 
have begun a youth emigration campaign. The local Jidische 
Landeskanzlei are to send a representative to South America to 
investigate possibilities of immigration there. 


BULGARIA 


The police authorities in Sofia have announced ‘that there are only 
forty-two Jewish refugees in Bulgaria. The anti-Jewish demonstrations 
organised under the pretext of stemming an invasion of Jewish refugee: 
are, therefore, not based on facts, and a warning is given that trouble- 
makers will be punished. : ; 

In spite of this announcement, thousands of anti-Jewish leaflets have 
been affixed to houses in Sofia. 


244,000 GERMAN-JEWISH MIGRANTS 


Over 244,000 Jews have left the German Reich up to the beginning of the 
year, reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. Of these, Asia, including 
Palestine, and the United States have absorbed 50,000 each In Europe, 
France received 20,000, and Great Britain, Switzerland, and Holland, 
12,000 each. 

Altogether, Furopean countries took 96,000 refugees; American lands 
Hy Asia, including Palestine, 50,000; Africa 6,000; and Australasia 
2.000. 

Two thousand refugees were admitted to Sweden in the last two months, 
stated Dr. Westman, Swedish Minister of Justice, im Parliament last week. 
The majority of them were Jews. About half of the refugees have received 
permission to stay in the country until arrangements are made for them to 
emigrate elsewhere. 


Four hundred Jewish refugees from Germany, Czecho-Slovakia, and 
Poland sailed from La Pallice, France, for South America last Fridays, 
Another 800 are to leave shortly. 
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SETTLEMENT IN AFRICA 
** Idea Must be Given Up ” 
PROFESSOR FRANKEL’S SURVEY 


~The idea of mass settlement of refugees in Africa is one that must be 
given up, said Professor S, Herbert Frankel (Head of the Department o} 
Economics of Witwatersrand University. Johannesburg). when lecturing 
at the Anglo-Palestintan Club last week on “ Refugee Settlement. with 
special reference to Africa.” Mr. Leonard Stein presided 

The problem of the refugees. began Professor Frankel. was distinct i 
several respects from that of ordinary migrants. but it still was a problem 
of migration. The normal migration of peoples was as important to the 
world as the migration of capital or. in fact. the carrving on of trade: and 
one of the tragic things about the migration problem to-day was that i 
was seen as something purely accidental o1 political that had to be setthed 
quickly as an emergency Iwo current fallacies proceeded the speaker. 
were that the position of those remaining in a country Wii improved “when 
refugees left, and that if refugees were permiited to enter a country the 
economic Status of the people receiving them was weakened 
tally, economic progress in ans area depended on change and a continual 
reorientation of economic processes. The fights to expel pi rts of the popula 
tion and to prevent their immigration into countries the, wished to ente: 
were usually waged hy sectional interests. Unemployment was not cured by 
getting rid of people and was not worsened bi recenving them Betore the 
War, the tempo of economic progress had been enormous: influenced 
by a free flow of migration. When it. was remembered that between 
1901 and 1910, cight million people had immigrated into the Uniued States 
alone. it was ridiculous to speak of SOO.000

Possibilities of Small Group Settlement 


“If we Want to get anywhere with. arguments for setthng refugees. 
Professor Frankel went on. “we must gise up this idea of mass settiement 
as far as Africa is concerned, and | would say the same for most tropical! 
areas TL know. You have to give up the idea that you can look at the size 
of a territors. say this is a big place. and repeat what has been cone in 
Palestine.” But thes could do something. he continued. Africa was going 
to be a place where there would in time be a large increase in the European 
population. But ut would not be on the basts of close settlement of 
Europeans in large numbers, but of small group settlement and on the basi 
of administrators, executives, professional men, and experts. The first thing 
they should make clear was that those refugees should be given Oppo: 
tunities for small absorption in those particular areas where European 
enterprise was taking place. and opportunities should be given to migrants 
to train themselves 

In a reference to Palestine. Professor Frankel said in that country there 
was access to the sea and there was not the enormous burden of the cost ot 
building railways and communications. Most important of all, im had a 
climate where the application of scientific measures, such as irrigation 
made close settlement possible. Palestine was prepared for ummigration 
and given the same capital expenditure as would be necessars im tropical 
or sub-tropical countries very much more could be done Apart from 
ideological reasons, he would stress that. if they discussed the problem. mass 
immigration should be considered in areas where the application of capital 
showed opportunities for a speedy return 


Masor of Johannesburg's View 


Speaking last week ata civic luncheon given to Lord Marley. who is on a 
mission to South Africa on behalf of European refugees, the Mayor ot 
Johannesburg. Mr. J. Page. said Africa. which is very much in the minds 
of ‘the aggressive. nations of the world to-day. requires more immigrants, 
and particularly those of the right type in Northern and Southern 
RHodesia. Nyasaland. Tanganyika, and there are many suitable 
areas as fields for settlement. Among the refugees are many brilliant 
scientists and others. If Germany does not want them, Africa can do 
with them. and should gladly receive them. There need be no unemploy ed 
in Great Britain if they get on with the job and settle suitable immigrants 
in Tanganyika, Kenya, Nyasaland, and the Rhodestas. 


[n a letter to THE Times last week, Captain Tracy Philipps, the well- 
known British traveller. wrote: “I have just returned from a comprehensive 
visit to the post-War Jewish settlements in Latin America. They can 
correctly be described as in a state of renaissance. They are not only 
making good but also making good citizens of their new countries. In them 
the- percentage of drifts to towns is less than that of other mmigrant 
European settlers. There are numerous families whose grandchildren still 
own and occups the same farms after three generations.

TRAINING AGRICULTURAL WORKERS 


Australian Land Settlement Scheme 


[From a Correspondent| 


Chelsea Park. a thirty-acre property in the Baulkham Hills district of 
Sydney was recently purchased by Mutual Farms Property, Ltd.. a 
company formed by the Australian Jewish Welfare Society for the 
purpose of training Jewish migrants as small farmers, fruit and poultry 
workers. and domestic workers. 

Primarily, the farm is intended for the training of married couples, who 
are anided into two groups -the first: those with no capital, who are 
intenced for domestic service. The man is taught to handle a horse and 
other tarm animals. and to operate farm implements. The woman learns 
Australian methods of cooking. butier and cheese making, and washing and 
aupery work. At the end of ten or twelve weeks. positions are found for 


Mem im country districts. Secondly, there are the couples with a small 
capital Ihe, are trained to manage some type of small farm—fruit. 
poultrs. OF market garcening After three months. the younger ones are 


lound jobs with farmers. with whom they will stay perhaps a year before 
the, take over their own farm Ihe older ones, for whom it would be 
dificult to find places. are kept on the frm longer before properties are 
lound for them to purchase 

Ihe Chelsea Park Farm ako acts as a clearing-house for Jewish lads whe 
abe pome to Government cxperument tarms to be trained as rural workers. 
Boys of sixteen to cighteen years go to Baulkham Hills on arrival: in 
\ustralia and are kept there until they have acquired some knowledge of 
Pogish and can do small jobs round the farm. Some lads are sent to 
farms such as Waegea or Bathurst. where they will follow a two-year course 
and also attend lectures in the theory of agriculture and similar subjects. The 
remainder go to other tarms lke the one at Glen Innes, in the north-west of 
the State, where thes stay only six months and get practical instruction. 

Instruction m farming at Chelsea Park is given by a graduate of the 
Hawkesbury Agricultural College. His wife. also a country woman, has 
charge of the domestic training. An English university graduate is in 
charge of the general discipline of the tramees, and instructs them as to 
their mehts and responsibilities as Australian citizens... Enghsh is. the only 
tongue spoken on the farm 

Chelsea Park represents only the first step in the land settlement plans of 
the Jewish Wellare Society. Large sums of money have been given towards 
the scheme by the Jewnsh Communities here and in other parts of the world 
Later, Jewish migrants will be settled on farms in districts suitable for 
intensive farming. The Society is definitely opposed to any form of group 
scitiement. and tsists that the Jewish migrants which it assists shall 
for naturalisation at the earliest possible OPporlunits 


Flow of German Refugees

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UNEMPLOYED REPUDIATE FASCIST 
PROPAGANDA 


** Refugees Not Our Enemy” 


[From our Correspondent—BLACKPOOL] 


A resolution denouncing Fascist attempts to create enmity against 
German refugees by using the British unemployed was unanimously 
passed at a conference of the National Unemployed Workers’ Move- 
ment held at Blackpool last week-end. 

Points from a lengthy resolution were: “ The Fascists are seeking 
by false propaganda to create the impression that assistance to the 
refugees means that public money subscribed to this cause should go 
to the British unemployed. 

“It is sheer humbug for the British Fascists to pretend that the 
plight of the unemployed is being worsened by the refugees. We wish 
to make it quite clear that the victims of Fascism abroad and the victims 
of hunger at home are not enemies. 

“We declare that assistance to the refugees neither injures British 
unemployed nor can displace British labour. On the contrary, some 
German employers who have become refugees from Fascism and have 
been admitted to this country have established factories that have 
meant employment of British labour.” 

Speaking for the motion, Mr. Levin (London) said: “I feel I am 
expressing the feelings and opinions of the whole conference in saying 
that the N.U.W.M. is wholly in sympathy with anything done by 
individuals or organisations on behalf of the victims of Fascism. It ts 
rather amusing for us to see how suddenly the Fascists have become 
interested in the British unemploved.” Refugees who were coming 
into the country were under strict regulation and could not in any 
way impede the British workless. They were being given charity, and 
the unemployed themselves were giving what they could. Refugees 
could only expect charity, but the unemployed expected proper State 
provision and work at union rates, which had nothing at all to do with 
charity. 


REFUGEES GIVE WORK TO 
BRITONS 


Speaking in Worthing last week, Lord Winterton, the Chairman of 
the Evian Committee on Refugees and the new Paymaster-General, 
repeated his recent statement that refugees from Germany did not 
compete with British labour. They were not allowed to do so, he said. 
They were only allowed to take work, such as domestic service, in which 
there was a shortage of British labour, save in exceptional circumstances 
where they were allowed to take certain professional positions in the 
medical and dental-surgeon protessions, lactories set up by refugees, 
partly in the special areas, had given work to at least 15,000 British 
workmen. They had introduced designs, inventions, and processes ot} 
the greatest value to British trade. 


BLOOMSBURY HOUSE 


Former Employees not Victimised. 


The Secretary of the Lord Baldwin Fund has categorically denied 
stories put about by Fascists that employees of the former Patace Hotel, 
Bloomsbury, lost their jobs only because the hotel was taken over as 
a central office for refugee organisation. 

The facts are that the hotel was due to be closed down in January 
in any circumstances, and was already on the market for disposal 
in the normal commercial manner. Refugee officials learned of this 
from an estate agent in the ordinary way when seeking premises, and 
decided to take the building over. All the former hotel employees for 
whom work could be found in the new headquarters were taken over. 
and in no case has a fresh employee been engaged to perform work 
which a member of the old hotel staff had previously done. 


REFUGEES SHOW GRATITUDE 


Many German-Jewish refugees have written to A.R.P. recruiting 
offices, reports the News CHRONICLE, to offer their help “to repay 
in some slight measure the safety Britain has given them.” The Home 
Office rs not yet decided whether foreign residents are to be allowed 
to enrol. 


THE TASK FOR CHRISTIANS 


_ The Jewish problem was the subject of a speech by the Rev. Henrv 
Carter, General Secretary of the Social Welfare Department of the 
Methodist Church, at a youth meeting held in the Kingsway Hall, London 
last week. 
He said that the present bitter circumstances presented a unique oppor- 
tunity for complete reconciliation between Christian and Jew. It was for 
the representatives of both religious communities to see in the present 
emergency an Opportunity for a common witness to freedom of conscience 
and for fellowship in a common effort to rescue the victims of persecution 
A far wider problem, however, confronted Christian and Jew. namely, the 
way in which the world of to-day and to-morrow could assure to the Jew 
his rightful opportunity to contribute to its industry. culture. and progress 
The Christian Churches should press this responsibility unceasingly on our 
own Government, urging it to act boldly both on its own account and in 
negotiations on this issue with the heads of other States. 


Sir Norman Angell's Criticism 


_ Speaking on “ The Jewish Position” at a meeting of the Stamford Hill 
Zionist Society in the Marcus Samuel Hall, Egerton Road. N.. on Mondav 
Sir Norman Angell criticised the “inert indifference ” of the British public 
to the refugee tragedy. “ This country,” he said, * treats the refugee about 
as badly as any country in the world.” He refuted the allegations that 
refugees caused unemployment and said that a free immigration would 
remove the fear of a declining population. .

Royal Soc‘ety Reception for 
Refugee Scholars 


INCREASED AGRICULTURAL TRAINING 


Over 800 refugee scholars and scientists are being invited to a 
reception at Burlington House by the Royal Society on Tuesday. They 
are to be addressed by the President of the Royal Society, Sir William 
Bragg, and the President of the British Academy, Sir Frederick Kenyon. 
The Archbishop of York, President of the Society for the Protection 
of Science and Learning, which is organising the reception, ts to reply 
to the speeches of welcome on behalf of the refugees. 

I here was a large attendance on Sunday afternoon at the Gaumont 
State Cinema, Kilburn, at’an all-Party meeting in support of the Lord 
Baldwin Fund. The Bishop of Willesden presided. Unemployed 
acted as stewards. | 

Mr. H. G. Williams, M.P., said that the British Empire was sure 
to be the gainers in the long run by the immigration of persecuted 
Jewry. They were already creating new industries in Britain, although 
the situation had to be handled with care. There would be nothing 
more tragic than to build up an anti-Semitic movement in this country. 
From historical records, he would say that immigration made a country 
richer and not poorer. He considered any intolerant altitude towards 
the refugees in this country as incredibly mean. The £400,000 so far 
raised for the Lord Baldwin Fund did not equal Britain’s expenditure 
for one single day on the unemployed. 

Ihe persecution of German Jewry, said Mr. Ramsay Muir, the 
President of the Liberal Party Organisation, was the most hideous 
case of man’s inhumanity to man to be found in history. A Power 
which was endeavouring to dominate Europe had resolved to place the 
State above God. That conception, he added, meant a return to 
barbarism. If it triumohed, then all civilisation would be cast. back 
into the same barbarism. Protestants and Catholics were undergoing 
the same terror as the Jews. The German State was a menace to the 
world. 

Mr. Philip Vos, K.C., spoke of the spirit of co-operation existing 
between representatives of all political parties, the Churches, and the 
Jewish Community on behalf of the refugees. 

Mr. DN. Pritt, K.C., mentioned the difficulties arising from attempts 
to help political refugees, but he had been assured by Lord Baldwin, he 
said, that political refugees would be dealt with like others. a

Kitchener Camp” Opened 


[he tamous Kitchener Camp at Richborough, Kent, where 40,000 
troops were stationed during the War, and which, as reported in 
these columns recently, has been acquired by the Council for German 
Jewry for use as a refugee camp, it to be opened this week. It will hold 
3,S00 refugees, and it will cost £89,000 a yéar to maintain. . The camp 
is to have its own hospital and cinema, which ts being built, equipped, 
and run by Odeon’s. 

[he men at the camp are to be given intensive training in engineering, 
agriculture, and trades like boot repairing and tailoring. In the even- 
ings, they will be able to attend classes in English and Spanish. It 18 
hoped to devise a kind of “ parliamentary” system by which the 
refugees can have a say in their own welfare. All the men will emigrate 
in due course and will be no hability on the country. 

Other German-Jewish refugees have left their camp at Lowestoft and 
are now being accommodated in boarding-houses at Felixstowe. The 
young men are being sent:to farming establishments and will, after 
training, emigrate to the colonies. 

Ihe Dean of Westminster, Lord Corvedale, Mr. George Strauss, 
M.P., and Colonel Waley Cohen are the patrons of a small committee 
of technicians, architects, estate agents, practising farmers, and agrt- 
cultural experts which has been formed, under the Chairmanship of 
Mr. Henry Solomon, to give refugees agricultural training. 

A large derelict estate of 300 acres, Tythrop House, in Oxfordshire, 
has been leased from Magdalen College. The house will take 200 
students, who will be given an agricultural training, and who will, at the 
same time, bring a derelict English estate back into cultivation. When 
fully trained, the students will be helped to emigrate to America or to 
the British Dominions and Colonies. As each student leaves, his place 
will be filled by another. Further details of the scheme can be obtained 
from Miss Pamela Frankau, the Langham Committee, 4, Langham 
Street, W.1. 

Twelve refugee boys, some of whom have only recently been 
released from Nazi concentration camps, began their training last 
Friday at the new agricultural training centre at East Grinstead! 
Sussex. They will be trained in all branches of agriculture and will 
eventually be sent either to Palestine or Australia. At least 150 boys, 
all over seventeen, who will arrive during the next few months, will 
be trained there. 


Chief Rabbi's Visit to Dovercourt 


The Chief Rabbi, Dr. J. H. Hertz, recently paid a visit to the 
Dovercourt Bay Camp, where he distributed copies of his “ Book of 
Jewish Thoughts.” <A letter from Dr. Hertz to the children, of which 
every child received a copy, was read by him. In the course of the 
letter, Dr. Hertz abjures the child to behave quietly and politely, and 
to remember that English people admire quietness and gentleness in 
behaviour. He reminded them of the care that was being taken by the 
Ecclesiastical authorities to ensure the proper maintenance of Kashrut 
in the camp, and also told the children that if they had any difficulties 
at all relating to their religious observance they should write to him 
personally. 


About 100 German-Jewish children arrived in London on Wednesday 
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from Germany. Sixty-nine of them —girls and boys between five and 
seventeen—are from Berlin; the remainder from Hamburg. The 
children, who were brought here under the auspices of the British 
Movement for the Care of Children from Germany. will be placed in 
homes in this country. 

The Bnai Brith Care Commitice for Refugee Children recent, 
formed a London Council to co-ordinate the activities of some thirty 
child refugee Committees in Greater London. The Council consists 
of two representatives of all local Committees, the Presidents of the 
Grand Lodge, the First Lodge of England and the First Women’s Lodge 
of England of the B'nai B'rith, and. the preseni and subsequent Hon. 
Officers of the B'nai B'rith Care Committee. 

An “all-star” stage show was presented by the Paramount Philan- 
thropic Society in aid of refugee children at the Prince of Wales 
theatre, W., on Sunday. Mr. Frank Renton made an appeal, which. 
in twenty minutes, realised about £300, and the total raised was £1.000.

LODGES’ RECORD OF COMMUNAL WORK 


On Sunday lasta D.str.ct Grand Lodge Conference of the B'nai B'rith 
was held at the First Avenue Restaurant, High Holborn. Rabbi Dr. 
Samuel Daiches, President of the First Lodge of England. presided at 
the Conference luccheon. 

Professor S. Brodetsky reported that two new Ledges had been formed.

the Jewish and non-Jewish communities. It was the London Lodges that 
last summer inaugurated the idea of helping to bring children from German, 
and Austria to this country.

Mrs. Max Heinemann, Past-President, First Women’s Lodge of England, 
extended a welcome to Provincial delegates. for whom Mr. Maurice A. 
Cohen. one of the founders and Hon. Secretary of the new Sunderland 
Lodge. responded., 

[he Grand President. Professor Brodetsky. was in the chairct the Con. 
ference. Representatives were present trom the lodges in Brighton and 
Hove, Glasgow, Leeds. London. Manchester, Nottingham. and Sunder- 
land. The Chairman expressed his régret that owing to the pressure of 
his other work he found it impossible to continue t1 the office of Grand 
President. Mr. Julius Schwab was unanimously, clecte1 Grand President. 
and Professor Brodetsky was elected a Grand Vice-President of the 
Disirict Grand Lodge. A report was submitted by Messrs. A. LeVay-

The Grand Treasurer, Mr. Harry Samuels, submitted the balance-sheet, 
which waS adopted, and Messrs, Ralph Pinto & Co., Chartered Accountants, 
were re-elected Auditers. Among other matters considered were reports 
from Lodges. co-operation with the Board of Deputies in the work of 
vocational guidance, and the report from Mr. Schwab, who was absent 
through illness, of the activities of the B'nai Brith outside Great Britain. 

In th: evcning at the conclusion of the Conference a rec2ption was given 
in honour of the District Grand Ledge. also at the First Avenue Restaurant. 
Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daitches again presided. and several guests were present 
who were formerly memters of Continental Lodces.

THE WAR GOD ENTHRONED 
Master-Mind Behind Hitler 


A TERRIFYING EXPOSURE 


[By a Correspondent] 


A FEW weeks ago it was announced that the Danzig Senate had 
deprived Hermann Rauschning of citizenship. Herr Rauschning was 
a very prominent Nazi leader in Danzig, and was for some time 
President of the Danzig Senate. Subsequently, he left the Nazi Party 
because he disapproved of recent Nazi expansionist policy and of what 
he considered as “ unconstitutionalism,.” that is to say, disregard for 
what he conceived as the real principles of Nazism. His recent 
deprivation of ‘citizenship was described by the Nazi authorities as 
a punishment for his “incessant attacks on Danzig, Germany, and 
National Socialism.” 

Now Herr Rauschnine has written a book which has been pub- 
lished in Ziirich by Europa Verlag. Entitled “Die Revolution des 
Nihilismus,.”” its SOS closely-printed pages and general stodgy appear- 
ance will scarcely appeal to the average reader. But anyone who has 
the patience to wade through this volume on Nazi policy and tactics, 
so authoritatively though unattractively presented, will quite under- 
stand why the author has aroused the fierce hatred of his former 
associates. 

Never before has the terrible menace of Nazi world policy been 
so irrefutably exposed. Never before has the Nazi policy of war 
and the staggeringly cynical methods and “ principles” of the Nazi 
international been revealed so completely. And remember that the 
writer of this monument to German thoroughness is still in his ideas 
and sympathies a member of the old school of Nazis. 

Herr Rauschning was for a long ume tn the highest Nazi inner circles. 
He associated with Hitler end his satellites in their closest confidence: 
and what he has to say. although set down in his book in pedantic 
pbrascology,. ts. to the peace-loving and democratic reader, completely 
terrifving by the amazing depth of Nazi-cynicism tt reveals. 

If the book were to be published in English, in a condensed and 
more popular form, with the astounding revelations disentangled from 
the mass of du'l oo'mon and argument. it would create a tremendous 
sensation. 

One fact tis inescapable trom Herr Rauschning’s authoritative revela- 
tions: that the Nazi leaders to-day have no other ideal but war, 
that, for the Nazis, war ts the sole aim and crowning glory of existence. 
Nazi politics, he explains, are dynemic and are based on the irresistible 
pressure of population. The struggle for existence, he declares. 
dominates the world, and “unsaturated” Power such as Nazi 


Germany must seex to find room for themselves at the expense of 


smal! nations. In this drive forward, Nazi Germany will use all 
existing weaknesses in other mations, and, if they do not exist, Nazi 
Gervany wiil creaie them. 


THE MAN WHO LEADS THE LEADER 


Who is the main exponent of Nazi policy? Herr Rauschning. 
answering this question, selects a person who, though almost unknown 
to Engtsh reoaeers, is widely credited on the Continent with being 
“the man behind Hitler.” the 
theorist to whose ideas Hitler 
gives practical expression. This 
mens Professor Karl Haushofer. 
Ar ex-General who served for 
some years with the Japanese 
forces, Haushofer is now Director 
Of the Deutsche Akadem‘e in 
Munich, where propa- 
gandists receive their training. He 
is the leading exponent of the 
(or pseudo science) of 
Geopolitics,” the politics of 
geographical and economic 
expansion, of “ blood and soil.” 
Haushofer is said to be the 
prophet of “ Autarkie.” He has 
even been described as “the 
Fihrer’s Fiihrer.” 

While this title is something of 
an e¢Xaggeration, it has a real 
F: eral ler, : clement of truth in it, and of this 
as the wearin os foreign the civilised world will be well 
advised to take note. Haushofer’s 
utterances must be carefully studied, they should be brought to the 
attention of the widest passible circles: for his: statements are little 
Jess than the “‘blue-print” plans of Nazi wrld domination, As Herr 


Ex-General Haushofer. described 


NAZIS’ 
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Rauschning says: “ Haushofer has revealed Nazi desires and intentions 
in a manner that can almost be described as criminal.” Haushoter 
is the real author of the axis policy of alliance with Italy and Japan; 
it was his idea to organise Germans living outside Germany s frontiers 
as part of the world effort for German domination, It was his scheme 
to weaken France and at the same time to attempt to “do a deal 
with England. It is Haushofer who has selected Lithuania, Hungary, 
and the Ukraine as “cells for future European development.” It is 
the master-mind of Haushofer which, in opposition to the static policy 
of the “conservative” Alfred Rosenberg and his school, seeks the 
world-wide creation of troubled waters in which the Nazis in good time 
will so profitably fish—it alf#goes according to plan. 

The go-between linking Haushofer and Hitler is Rudolf Hess, the 
Fiihrer’s confidant and Deputy. Hess was formerly Haushofer's 
assistant at the Geopolitical Seminary at Munich University. Inciden- 
tally—though Herr Rauschning does not mention this—when Hitler 
was imprisoned for treason in Landsberg in 1924, Haushoter was 
a frequent visitor, and this was arranged by Hess. To-day, Hitler 
follows closely the developments and adjustments in Haushofer's policy. 
Haushofer formerly opposed the return of the lost German colonies. 
Hitler at the time followed his lead. Haushofer changed his mind 
on this point—and Hitler did the same. Last December, Haushoter 
was appointed head of the Union for Germans Abroad. This appoint- 
ment was of the utmost significance, for the League controls the 
destinies of millions of Germans scattered throughout the world. 


NAZI ATT TUDE TO ENGLAND 

Herr Rauschning is particularly instruetive on the question of the 
Nazi attitude towards England. At the moment the Nazis are striving 
for an English alliance: but one day an attack may be staged on what 
the Nazis describe (among themselves) as the “ Jewish-British 
Empire,” the old and weary nation, whose greatness, they say, is only 
an illusion: it must one day be “ liquidated” by “ peaceful evolution.” 
Haushofer describes this pet Nazi anticipation as a shrinkage of the 
British Isles after the manner of Venice—or, if necessary, by force. 

Nazi dynamism is prepared for all events, and ts ready to strike 
enywhere, wherever any weakness is apparent. It 1s this development 
to which Herr Rauschning particularly objects, tor it has resulted, 
he feels, in Nazism becoming a force of sheer destruction, of nihilism, 
the sort of terrible monster symbolised as a blind god of war. 

Nevertheless, Herr Rauschning feels that the contradictions within 
the Nazi movement are growing, and that the youth and the workers 
are, becoming increasingly opposed to the present direction of policy. 


. There is already a strong moral resistance which may_one day become 


a political force to be reckoned with. He quotes at length the opimons 
otf Niekisch, the’ Nazi opposition leader who was recently sentenced 
to penal servitude for life for allegedly plotting against Hiller. 
Rauschning appears to share Niekisch’s desire for a “ regeneration ” 
of National Socialism on revolutionary lines, much in the spirit of 
Otto Strasser and his murdered brother, Gregor Strasser. 

Apart trom his searching political analysis, Herr Rauschning also 
sheds a new and ghastly light on the motives behind the Nazi persecu- 
tion of the Jews. “The fighting spirit of the movement needs 
“enemies, ~ he says, “If there is nothing else handy, there is always 
the Jew ~ on whom Nazt militancy can exercise itself. At the same 
time this gives the Jew-batter a feeling of superiority. Nazi anti- 
Semitism, it is more than ever clear from this book, is a conscious 
swindle.. People like Goebbels fully realise that the “ Protoco!s ” and 
the rest of the anti-Jewish atrocity propaganda are nothing but a pacx 
of hes. Jew-baiting, Rauschning reveals, is deliberately employed for 
demagogic purpose, in, order to delude the masses. But it has also 
a second and ever more horrible purpose, according to Herr 
Rauschning. Jew-baiting provides a training ground for lessons in 
conscious cruelty, for the “education of the Nazi élite.” the S.S. 
Guards, into a kind of “ master-class” of racial overlords, to whom 
“humanitarian weakness” is completely alien. The Jew is the 
“coloured man,” the declassed type in Europe, the “sub-man,” on 
whom future colonists can practice. A human attitude towards him is 
a sign of unfitness to rule. By means of Jew-baiting, absence of 
feeling, even crue'ty, can be deliberately cultivated. Softness. must be 
eradicated, and brutality given a moral justification. 

An cxample of this ruthlessness is revealed when Herr Rauschning 
mentions the action of a Danzig Nazi Senator who approached him 
during his term of Presidency and calmly suggested the murder of 


2 Minister who had arcused some antagonism within the Party: 


THE «SANCTITY OF TREATIES 
Among the tlems of supreme interest tucked away in this book is a 
Statement made by Hitler to his chiefs concerning the “sanctity ” 
Of treaties. It should certainly be brought to the notice of all states- 
men having dealings with Germany. “Hitler declared.’ so Herr 


Rauschning reports, “ that he was ready to sign anything, to guarantee 


any frontier, and to sign non-aggression pacts with anyone they 
pleased. It was the attitude of a simpleton to think that one should 
not make use of such means for fear one might be forced one day 
to break such solemn agreements. There was not a single signed 
treaty which had not been broken or become untenable sooner or 
later. Anyone (said Hitler) who was so finnicky that he had first 


to examine his conscience as to whether he could keep any treaty in 


any circumstance was a fool. Why should one not give pleasure to 
other people, and give oneself relief, by signing treaties, if the others 
thought they had settled anything thereby? He (Hitler) might easily 


conclude a treaty in good faith one day, and the following day be quite 


5% wpe to break it if it was to the advantage of the German people 
to do so.”

U.S.A. WILL NOT BE SILENT 
Mr. Welles Replies to Nazis 


PERSECUTIONS A CHECK 
TO FRIENDSHIP 


President's Warning to Dictators 


It was made clear last week by Mr. Sumner Welles, U.S. Under- 
Secretary of State, that America would continue to denounce the 
persecutions, despite all Nazi protest. Addressing the New York Bar 
Association, he replied to the Nazis and to the critics of Mr. Roosevelt, 
and announced: “ The people of the United States and their Govern- 
ment have always maintained that they assert the right to condemn 
inhuman treatment of human beings wherever such brutality occurs.” 

“ We desire to maintain friendly relations with all peoples,’ he 
said. “ We do not presume to suggest by what form of government 
other peoples should be. ruled. But to the degree that a foreign 
Government persists 1n policies of inhumanity or refuses to respect the 
treaty rights and legitimate interests of this country, or its national 
policy threatens our security, friendship and understanding between 
the United States and that Government must be correspondingly 
impaired.” Mr. Welles also indicated that Fascist penetration in the 
United States or in Latin America would be resented and resisted. 

On Tuesday, President Roosevelt is stated by the New York TIMES 
and the New York HERALD TRIBUNE to have expressed to members of 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee in Washington his determination 
to oppose the dictators’ aggression. The President is reported to have 
declared that the United States should be prepared to give the 
democracies every possible assistance, short of declaring war and 
sending American troops to Europe, in any conflict with the dictator- 
ships. “America’s defence frontier is in France” are the words 
attributed to him. 

It has meanwhile been confirmed by Mr. Cordell Hull, the U.S. 
Secretary of State, that, under general instructions from the State 
Department, the American Ambassador in Berlin has made representa- 
tions to the German Ministry for Foreign Affairs for the exemption 
of American citizens from the recent decree cancelling the licences 
of Jewish dentists, chemists, and veterinary surgeons, which came into 
force this week. 

A series of rallies to combat racialism and to support democracy are 
to be held all over the United States on Abraham Lincoln's birthday, 
February 12. The rallies are sponsored by a committee of twenty- 
eight prominent scientists, headed by Professor Franz Boas, the famous 
anthropelogist. 

Two separate publishing firms in the United States have announced 
their intention of bringing out complete editions of Hitler's “ Mein 
Kampf.” Both firms have promised that any profits will be used 
for the beret of German retugees. 


AN AMERICAN CREDO 


Jewish Faith in Democracy 


[From our Correspondent ~NEW York] 


A “ reaffirmation of faith in the American way of life ~ was made 
this week by the American-Jewish Committee at its thirty-second 
annual meeting in New York. The Committee denounced alike any 
“attempted invasion of Nazi, Fascist, and Communist propaganda.” 
During the past few years, the Committee's resolution declared, they 
had seen a “rallying to the common standards of religion. and 
democracy of Christian and Jew alike, Liberal and Conservative, men 
and women of all races, creeds, and opinions.” It was also pointed 
out that during the seven years since 1931, persons leaving the U.S.A. 
permanently exceeded by 80,000 the number of immigrants; and atten- 
lion was drawn to the official and unofficial pronouncements in 
America and England showing that the refugzes already admitted were 
a direct economic asset to the countries of settiement. 

All officers were reappointed for the forthcoming -year, and Dr. 


Cyrus Adler was re-elected President for the tenth year in succession. 


In his presidential address, Dr. Adler pleaded for the strengthening of

Cardenas has so far not acceded to the request of the Jewish Central 
Committee for an audience to discuss the situation. The Committee 
has been meeting in permanent session. 


POLAND YIELDS TO NAZIS 


Deportees Not to Return 


GROWN-UP SONS TO STAY IN GERMANY 

That the Polish Government has yielded to Nazi brutality on the 
question of the 15,000 Jewish deportees is shown by the details of the 
agreement reached by the two countries last week. The concessions 
granted by the Nazis are minor ones. Only those Jews who have left 
property in Germany will be allowed to return for a short time to sell 
it and liquidate their affairs, and the money thus obtained must be paid 
into blocked accounts in German banks and left there for clearing 
arrangements between Poland and Germany. Movable property may 
be taken to Poland. , 

Jews may seek permits to have their families brought to Poland. 
But only the wives, and children up t6 the age of eighteen, will be 
allowed to leave Germany. Children over cighteen must remain in 
Germany. Aged parents, too, will have to stay behind. 

A first party of 1,000 Jews is due to leave Poland about the end of 
this month, and will be allowed to remain in Germany for from one 
to three months. Only in special instances will this period be 
prolonged. 3 

The arrangements, reached after nearly two months of bargaining, 
do not solve the problem. On the one hand, they wil add to the 
number of the expelled, through the arrival of part of their families, 
and will also separate many families, possibly for years. 

But it is likely to produce one good effect. It may enable the 
liquidation sooner or later of the dreadful Zbonszyn camp, which has 
meant sullering and misery tor 4.000 Jews.. Some of the deportees 
at this camp will now return to Germany for a short time, and the 
others may be allowed to settle somewhere in Poland. This second 
possibility 1s not yet as certain as some suppose, ior there seems to be a 
tendency in certain responsible circles to keep some of the deportees 
isolated outside no-man’s-land until they are able to emigrate. In any 
case, however, Zbonszyn arrangements will to a large extent be put an 
end to, although the camp may sull continue to exist for several months, 


MINISTER CONDEMNS STUDENT 
JEW-BAITING | 
‘* Inficences from Abroad” 


Attacks on Jews at Polish universities were condemned last week by 
the Minister of Education, M. Swiecioslawski, and several deputies in 
the Sejm. “ The attacks on Jews are a stam on the honour of Polish 
students,” declared M. Zenczykowuski, of the “Ozon”™ Government 
group. 

Ihe unhealthy aimosphere at the universities, Professor Swietoslawskt 
said, was due to influences from abroad, and strong measures would 
have to be adopted to remove it. . Phe whole world had to unite in 
combating exaggerated nationalism, and a way must ve found to make 
an end of national antagonism, more particularly in countries where 
for centuries two or more nations lived side by side. 

Describing the position of Jewish students, the Minister added that, 
apart from the anti-Semitic excesses which had taken place recently in 
Warsaw and Lwow., the gereral position was better than it was a year 
ago. The extreme political groups, however, he declared, used every 
means. to disturb the order inside and outside the universities. 
“Every method is regarded as justified by these * gentlemen,” he 
declared. “ even the use of arms for attacking helpless Jewish students 
and non-Jewish students who criticise their methods or help the Jews 
or wish to sit with them. lt has gone so far that blood was spilt at 
the universities and two Jewish students died as a result of an attack by 
anti-Semitic students.” 

Yet despite this plain speaking, the Minister refused to listen to the 
appeals of the Jewish deputies for the abolition of ghetto benches, 
which were a concession and an encouragement fo the anti-Semites. 
Ihe benches seem, indeed, to have come to stay. In the meantime, 
about 7.000 Jewish students have to stand during lectures or are faced 
with the alternative of leaving the universities altogether.

DANZIG JEWS TO BE ‘“*SHANGHAIED ” 
500 Face Deportation 


A first group of 500 Jews are due to be deported from Danzig—to 
art unknown destination—next Tuesday. They are to travel in sealed 
trains and, according to one version, are to travel by way of Genoa 
to the Far East? 

The deportees have been instructed to supply themselves with pro- 
visions for three days. Their baggage is restricted to a knapsack, which 
will contain only their most necessary requirements. Each deportee 
is to be permitted to take about £2. 
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JEW-LAW IN HUNGARIAN 
PARLIAMENT 


Minor Modifications 
COUNT BETHLEN’S PROTEST 


The Committees of the Hungarian Lower Chamber last week began 
the consideration of the new anti-Jewish Bill. Addressing the Com- 
mittees, Count Bethlen condemned the Bill as liable to result in grave 
dislocation in industry and other branches of economic life. The first 
anti-Jewish Bill had already had its repercussions abroad, and a boycoit 
of Hungarian goods was in force, If the export industries in Hungary 
were threatened. he said, the country ‘would ‘lose tts economic 
independence and with it its political independence. | 

Dr. Karl Rassay, the Jeader of the National Democratic Party, con- 
demned the Bill as being chiefly of a political rather than of an 
economic nature. It meant the exclusion of 600,000 citizens from the 
national life of the country and a sentence of death on innocent people. 

Unfortunately, the Government is unlikely to be dissuaded, and 
it is asserted in official quarters that no basic changes in the Bill 
ure to be expected. The amendments so far submitted merely 
introduce modifications in the definition of the term “Jew.” Children 
of mixed marriages of the Christian faith are thus to be regarded as 
Christians and not as Jews. Another modification exempts from the 
provisions of the law all ex-Servicemen possessing a bronze medal 
for gallantry. The Jews are also to be allowed to decide for themselves 
whether or not to exercise their rights under the limited ftranchtse 
allowed to them by the Bill. 


“A Breach of Constitution ~ 


In a long article in the Pester Litoyp, Councillor Stern, President of 
the Union of Hungarian Jews. makes an impassioned appeal to the 
Hunga-ian people for justice. Criticising the statement by Dr. Imredy 
that the Jews are an alien body within the nation, he points out the 
great historical services rendered by Hungarian Jewry to the nation. 
Hundreds of thousands of Jews, he declares, answered the call of their 
Fatherland during the Great War, 10,000 were killed on the battle- 
field, and other thousands were left disabled. “It is irreconcilable 
with the Hungarian spirit of fair play,” he pleads, “ that Jewish partici- 
pation in national work should be restricted to six per.cent., while the 
Jews are entirely excluded from agriculture, which provides livelihoods 
to fifty-five per cent. of the Hungarian nation, as well as from the 
Civil Service, which provides jobs for 700,000, thus really reducing the 
true percentage of the Jews tn the national life of the country not to 
six but to three per cent.” 

A memorandum appealing to the two Houses of Parliament to reject 
the Bill has been submitted jointly by the unions of the Progressive 
and Orthodox Jewish Communities. They state that the Bill will curtail 
the rights of over half a million Hungarian citizens and that it will 
mean ai radical breach with the principles of the Hungarian 
Constitution, 


The first number of a new Jewish weekly. Macyar ZsiooK Lapa 
Qournal of Hungarian Jews). has appeared in Budapest. It is to be the 
official organ of the Hungarian Jewish Community. (lt was reported recently 
that all Jewish periodicals in Hungary had suspended publication.) 


“STAY AND BE ROBBED” 


Nazis Plead With Memel Jews 


ATTEMPT TO STOP PANIC. FLIGHT 

The Memel Nazis apparently believe that they can have their cake 
and eat it. While avowing that they are one hundred per cent. anti- 
Semitic, the Nazi authorities. do not want the Jews to leave—at 
present. It ts the flight of Jewish capital which has alarmed them. 
Evidently they prefer that the Jews stay and allow themselves to be 
phindered at the Nazis’ convenience. 

Accordingly, it is announced, in a special stacement issued by Dr. 
Neumann, the leader of the local Nazis. and M. Bertuleit, the new 
Nazi President of the Meme! Directory, that although they themselves 


are completely anti-Jewish. no anti-Jewish measures are contemplated ° 


in the near future. 

During the past three months, says the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 
almost all the Jewish enterprises in the Memel district have been 
liquidated by their owners, and about half of all the Jewish enter- 
prises in the city of Meme! itself have been closed. It is estimated 
that about 50,000,000 fits of Jewish capital (about £2,000,000) has 
been transferred during the same period to Lithuania. The most 
important industrial and trading enterprises in the district have ceased 
to function, and the whole financial situation of the district 
paralysed. 

The Nazis at first tried to stop the flight of Jewish capital by force, 
and issued orders prohibiting the transfer of factory equipment and 
machinery, and to postpone the liquidation of Jewish Shops they 
prohibited cheap sales of stock. But the Jews preferred to sell their 
shops to German shopkeepers for a song rather than remain in the 
district. And so the Nazis are trying cajolery. Jewish lawyers. judges, 
and other civil servants are still permitted to carry on with their 
work; nor are any anti-Jewish demonstrations officially countenanced. 
although Nazi youths are permitted to indulge in-the sport of Jew- 
baiting——perhaps to keep their hand in. 

At present, there are still 3,000 Jews left in the district. most of 
them in the city of Memel itself. They are mostly people of smal! 
means who cannot afford to leave, and they live in constant fear. A 
definite turn for the worse is expected when the local Nazi Parliament 
of the Memel district begins its first session later this month. 
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SAVING SYNAGOGUES FOR JEWS 
Catholic Plan Disturbs Nazis 


The Reich Building Department has forbidden all religious bodies 
to purchase the sites of burnt-down Synagogues. The Department's 
action follows the discovery that Catholics in Bavaria were making 
efforts to purchase the Synagogue sites in order to keep them for the 
Jews and place them at their disposal whenever they might be in a 
position to restore their places of worship. Similar steps were taken 
by Catholics in other parts of Germany. 

When a number of Nazi Hooligans invaded a Jewish children’s home 
in Ulm recently and ejected the inmates—thirty-two girls and sixteen 
boys, aged between four and twelve—German women hastened to 
accommodate the children in their own homes. 

lt is declared in an article in the Spectator this week by “a late 
resident in Germany” that the Jewish persecutian of the past few 
months has had a profound effect on German opinion. “* Few Germans 
approve of it: very many are disgusted by it: but perhaps its most 
striking effect has been the creation of a general sense of insecurity,” 
itis stated. “ If such a fate can overtake the Jews, then it can overtake 
other classes or confessions as well. It may be that the persecution 
was in part a deliberate demonstration of the party's ruthlessness and 
of its readiness and capacity to act without mercy against its enemies. 
If so. the lesson has not been lost: but tempers have not been 
sweetened by learning it. And as those who feel insecure cannot 
remain apathetic, there has been a shift upwards along the scale of 
disapproval from apathy to indignation and hatred.” 


Nazis recently broke into the last remaining Jewish business in Offenbach, 
a shoe-store owned by a Jew named Schneider. and helped themselves to 
all the stock. They, then forced Herr Schneider to walk through the streets 
of the town with a white flag in his hand and shout: “1 am the last Jew in 
Offenbach!” In Liinen, near Dortmund, the Nazis put in chains the only 
Jew left in the town. Arthur Rosenberg. and led him through the streets 
bearing a placard: “1 deserve the death penalty for having failed to leave 
German\.- 

Under a new decree. Jewish dentists, veterinary surgeons, and chemists 
ceased practising at the end of last month. 

Nazi commissioners have been appointed to superintend the activities 


of several Jewish Communities. including those of Frankfort and Dresden. 


TTALIAN CATHOLICS SUPPORT JEWS 


Farinacci’s Threats 


The Catholic clergy has lately been displaying great activity in its 
campaign against racialism. Thousands of leaflets have been circu- 
lated in many towns appealing to the people to disregard all racial 
theories and to counteract anti-Jewish propaganda. Catholics must 
be philo-Semites, it stated. 

The ReGime Fasctsta, the organ of Roberto Farinacci, the Jew- 
baiting leader, expresses its anger at the activities of the Catholics, 
and accuses the Vatican of co-operating with the old Socialist elements. 
The Pope, it demands, should dismiss the responsible Vatican officials. 

Farinacec: elaborated on this theme in person in his speech in Berlia 
last week. when he and Julius Streicher addressed a Nazi meeting. 
Attacking the “ pro-Jewishness ” of the Italian Catholics, he warned 
them of “ baneful consequences” if they continued their policy. His 
words were echoed by Streicher. 

It is now reported that the Fascist leaders have started organising 
a so-called Catholic anti-Jewish movement in order to counteract 
the Vatican attitude. The new movement is being supplied with funds 
by the Fascists, and is to conduct a campaign in support of the anti- 
Jewish laws. : 

The anti-Semitic Tevere, published by Telesio Interlandi, head 
of the Racial Department at the Ministry of the Interior, has announced 
that it has in its possession a list of names of nearly one million 
“ Aryan” Italians who sympathise with the Jews and who help them 
to evade the new anti-Jewish laws. According to the Tevere, they 
include persons of all classes; and they are warned that unless they 
curb their pro-Jewish sympathies, the publication of their names will 
follow. 
~The Trisuna has published a message from Burgos alleging that 


‘the British Vice-Consul, Mr. Golding, who was arrested by General 


Franco’s authorities in San Sebastian; is a Jew and is in the service 
of “international Jewry.” The newspaper also makes the fantastic 
statement that General Franco has proofs that the monasteries in 
Spain were demolished by Jews serving in the Republican forces, 
and that he has therefore decided not to allow any Jews to remain in 
Spain or to enter the country, 


YUGOSLAVIA’S NO!” 


The fears which had been entertained by the Jews in Yugoslavia 
that Count Ciano, the Italian Foreign Minister, would repeat in 
Belgrade the success attributed to him in Budapest of inducing the 
Hungarian Government to introduce drastic anti-Jewish legislation, 
have happily proved groundless. Owing to the strong attitude taken up 
by the Regent, Prince Paul, the Yugoslav Government has declined to 
join the Berlin-Rome axis and to enact anti-Jewish legislation. In 
well-informed circles it is stated that the Prime Minister. Dr. 
Stoyadinovitch, firmly pointed out to Count Ciano that Yugoslavia 
could not follow the example of Hungary, and that he was most 
anxious to avoid the harmful effect on the economic position of the 
country which anti-Jewish measures would undoubtedly produce. 

Dr. Stoyadinovitch declared recently in an interview in the Perit 
PARISIEN that “ anti-Semitism did not exist in Yugoslavia, and that the 
50,000 Jews in Yugoslavia enjoyed the same rights as other citizens. 
It is true, however,” the Prime Minister added, “ that Yugoslavia 
refuses to admit political refugees.” 
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. CZECHO-SLOVAKIA ON THE BRINK 


Cabinet Discusses Jew-Laws 
[From our Correspondent—PRAGuUI ] 


It is officially announced in Prague that the Cabinet has decided 
to take administrative measures regarding the Jewish question; and 
it is believed the matters to be dealt with are the liquidation of the 
refugee problem and the revision of Jewish citizenships. The recent 
visit to Germany of Herr Chvalkowsky. the Forei 
to have speeded up the Government's plans. 

Anti-Jewish measures in Slovakia are likely to be even more 
far-reaching. M. Tiso, the Slovak Prime Minister. has announced that 
while racial laws on Nazi lines are not to be introduced. “ Jewish 
influence "' in economic life is to be restricted, and limitations are to 
be intposed on Jewish doctors ang lawyers. 

In Carpatho-Russia, Jews will no longer be represented in Parlia- 
ment; the list of candidates at the forthcoming elections is completely 
judenrein.

; The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that measures for the exclu- 
sion of Jews from the Czecho-Slovakian civil service and partly also 
from the Press will shortly be announced. The Government, it says, 


also intends to introduce a mumerus clausus for Jews in the liberal 


professions. Addressing a meeting of the Youth Section of the 
National Unity Party, the Czecho-Slovakian Prime Minister. M. Beran. 
said that there would be a thorough revision of all citizenships acquired 
after 1918. Freedom of religion would not be infringed, but “ order 
would be introduced into the Press, the film industry, and the wireless. 
Trade would be safeguarded from ‘ aliens.’ ” 

The Union of Czech lawyers and the Union of Czech Doctors have 
decided to expel their Jewish members. 

NARODNI Prace, the organ of Czech Labour, sternly rebukes the anti- 
Semitic forces in the country who clamour for legislation to force 
the Jews: to emigrate. The anti-Semites, states the Labour organ, 
must remember that the departure of Jewish industrialists will increase 
the number of Czech unemployed, and that the campaign of anti- 
Jewish hatred will prove disastrous to the export trade and increase 
internal dissatisfaction. The anti-Semites; it protests, are poisoning 
the atmosphere by kneeling before the swastika. 


The Czech Government has agreed to appoint Herr Kundt, leader of 
the German Nazis in Bohemia and Moravia, as Secretary of State for the 
German minority. There is already a German Secretary of State in the 
Slovak Cabinet--Herr Karmasin. The Government is also to allow Germans 
io organise themselves on Nazi lines and to wear the swastika badge. 

GEOPOLITIK, the periodical published by General Raushofer (referred 
to in the special article on “ Nazi World Plans” tn_this tssue) has published 
an article on Czecho-Slovakia which comes to the conclusion that the now 
truncated country 1s even less fit for existence than in its previous form, 
and puts forward various possibilities. such as federation with Poland 
or Hungary, concluding with the suggestion of a German protectorate. 


FRENCH ACTION AGAINST ALIENS 


Considerable alarm prevails in Jewish business circles in France 
in connection with an order that all immigrant aliens engaged in com- 
mercial or industrial activity in France must obtain trom the police 
special identity cards entitling them to pursue their present enterprises. 
The introduction of this measure was accompanied by a vigorous Press 
campaign against the commercial activities of foreigners. 

There seems to be a feeling that the new regulations will provide 
an opportunity for administrative measures against Jewish immigrants 
engaged in trade. I have heard that many Jews are afraid of making 
new investments, and the plans on the eve of execution have been 
suspended. 

A great amount of anti-Semitic propaganda is being carried on, and 
there has been a growth of pessimism among the alien Jewish popula- 
tion and even among native Jews in recent months. 


BULGARIA TO EXPEL FOREIGN JEWS 


The Bulgarian Government has ordered German, Italian, Spanish, 
and Greek Jews resident in the country to leave within seven or fifteen 
days. 


DENMARK.—The secret trial of Nazis accused of spying has ended with 
the leader of the plot, Captain Pflugk-Hareung, described as a German 
newspaper correspondent, being sentenced to eighteen months’ imprisonment. 
Seven other men were sentenced to eight months’ imprisonment. Police 
investigations continue. 


BRAZIL —A crowd of about 100 demenstrated outside the German-owned 
shop in the heart of the business district of Rio de Janeiro last Saturday 


‘and smashed the windows of the shop. The demonstration is believed to be 


connected with the shop's advertisement for an “ Aryan” employee. 


INDIA-—-During her recent visit to London, Miss Iris Moses, Lady 
Principal of the Sir Romesh Mitra School, Bhowanipur, Calcutta, was given 
an audience, with her colleagues, by Queen Elizabeth. 


ADEN—An address of loyalty was submitted to the Governor of Aden 
by the local Jewish Community recently on the occasion of the centenary 
celebrations of British rule. : 


LEBANON— According to reports received by LA Bourse EGYPTIENNE, 
the Lebanese Government has decided to suspend the granting of Lebanese 
citizenship to foreigners, in view of the large number of political refugees 
who have recently settled in the country. Accordingly, hundreds of applica- 
tions presented to the Ministry of the Interior have been returned to 
applicants, although they have fulfilled all conditions required for 
naturalisation.

UNITED POLISH APPEAL 
Meeting With Delegation From Poland 


[COMMUNICATED] 


Senator Professor M. Schorr and other members of a delegation from 
Poland, which is to attend the forthcoming session of the Inter-Govern- 
mental Refugee Committee, were welcomed at a meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the United Polish Appeal held last Monday at 33, Soho 
Square, W., at which the position of the deportees from Germany: was 
considered, Mr. George Lansbury, M.P., presided. 

Professor Schorr presented Mr. Lansbury-with an address, in which he 
expressed the appreciation of Polish Jewry for the work done by the Polish 
Refugee Fund on behalf of the deportees. He was supported by Rabbi 
A. Levin, another member of the delegation. 
_ Mr. Carl Sachs, Vice-President of the Central Refugee Relief Committee 
in Poland, gave details of the new Polish-German agreement, and said that 
the arrival of the families of the deportees would mean an increase in their 
numbers of 15,000, making a total of 30,000. The Committee at present 
needed £1.000 a day for relief work, and in view of the influx of newcomers 
the situation would be catastrophic should no substantial aid arrive from 
abroad. 

Mr. Flsley Zeithn, Treasurer of the Polish Refugee Fund, said that 
arrangements for bringing a first group of fifty children from no-man’s-land 
to England were already completed. — 

Mr. Lansbury said he was proud to receive the Polish delegation, and 
assured them that he and his Committee would do their utmost to continue 
the work which they had undertaken. His words were echoed by Mr. Morris 
Myer. Dr. J. Machover, and Mr. A. Tarlo. 

A further grant of £1,000 was made towards the relief of the deportees,

POLIAKOFF y. NEWS CHRONICLE LID. 
Plaintiff's Appeal Fails 


The Court of Appeal on Tuesday dismissed the appeal by M. Wladimir 
Pohakoff. from: a verdict and judgment given in favour of the News 
CHRONICLE on July 22, 1938, in an action tried by the Lord Chief Justice and 
a special jury. 

M. Poliakoff had claimed damages from the News CHRONICLE alleging 
that they published a libel on him on June 12, 1936. He complained that 
the NEWS CHRONICLE Stated that the PARISER LTAGEBLATT, @ newspaper 
which he owned in Paris and had conducted in the interests of German 
refugees. had been sold by him to Hitler Ihe defendants admitted the 
publication, but denied that it was defamatory. The only evidence called 
was that of the plainuff, who was chiefly cross-examined to show that he had 
suffered little damage and that he had already been amply compensated, as 
he had recovered 10.000 francs in the French courts and a substantial sum 
from another English newspaper. The jury had returned a verdict for the 
defendants, stating that the acuon should not have been brought. [he Lord 
Chief Justice had concurred. 

Giving judgment dismissing the appeal, Lord Justice MacKinnon sard 
he was satisfied that if there had been any misdirection it only resulted im 
the jury saving: “ Verdict for the defendants,” instead of: ~ Verdict for 
the plaintiff for one farthing “—or at the outside 40s. It was manifest 
that no substantial wrong or miscarriage had been occasioned,

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JEWISH PIONEERS IN NEW ZEALAND 


From Mr. A. M. GURNEY 


To the Editor of Tue Jewitsu CHRONICLE 


Sin.-The following points from New Zealand's early history may be ox 
interest to readers at the present time when, it seems. many Jews will be 
called upon to prove once more our peoples ability for pioneering im 
new lands. 

Amongst the very first pioneer settlers in New Zealand were quite a 
few adventurous Jews. Joseph Barrow Montefiore, a cousin of the famous 


Anglo-Jewish philanthropist, Sir Moses Montefiore, was the first known: 


Jewish visitor to New Zealand, when in 1830 he arrived there in his own 
barque from Sydney. He spent eight months in the country and had man\ 
interesting experiences. His cousin, John Israel Montefiore. settled at the 
Bav of Islands in 1831. In the same vear, a London Jewish trader, Joel 
Samuel Polack. arrived at Hokianga from™$vdney. His interesting Iife- 
story is described in an article written recently for the National Historica! 
Committee in connection with the New Zealand centennial celebrations. 
Indeed, it forms part of the country’s early history. 

Before his arrival in New Zealand in 1831, Polack had followed the 
career of artist in Europe, of ship's chandler in Australia, had bee: 
an Official in the Commissariat and Ordnance Department in British Africa, 
and a traveller in America. His landfall in New Zealand was at Hokianga. 
where he began to trade in timber and flax. He also indulged his hobby 
b. drawing portraits of the Maorts. 

Soon Polack became one of the few Europeans in New Zealand who 
really understood the Maoris and, although two books which he published 
contained some astonishing malapropisms, he showed an astonishing appre 
ciation of the native mind. The books were: ~“ New “Zealand. Being a 
Narrative of Travels and Adventures, 1831-37 ~ and “ Manners and Customs 
of the New Zealanders. and Remarks to Intending Emigrants 

For about a vear Polack lived at Hokianga, trading in timbe: 
exploring the possibilities of new markets. He then made an interesting 
journey to the Kaipara district. At that time the Kaipara bar had not 
been crossed, but Polack went near to it in a Maor canoe and detected 
possible channels that might open the port to the wealth-bringing ships o! 
the Pakeha 

In 1833, Polack decided that the Bay of Islands would be u better base 
for his operations, and so he bought land at Kororareka. He continued 
his travels, however, and wandered round man\ parts of the coast on trading 
vovages. In 1838 he ts found in England, where he gave evidence before 
a select committee of the House of Lords in favour 
Zealand. Polack returned to New Zealand later and lived at 
1849 he left for the Californian goldfields. where he died 

As at present it seems that New Zealand may vet play a part in Jewish 
settlement. the memory of this Jewish pioneer. so intimatels connected 


with early New Zealand histor, and Furopean settlement, should certainh 
be recalled.

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DR. INGE ON * RACIAL BALDERDASH 


A scathing attack on Nazi racial theories was made by the Very Res 
W. R. Inge. former Dean of St. Paul's, in the FvininGc Stanparp last week 
“The official German doctrine of * race’

German Financial Expert on 
Nazi Rearmament 


SIGNIFICANCE OF JEW-PERSECUTION 


A conference on “The Economic Road to Peace” was held last 
week at Friends House, Euston Road, and the Central Hall, West- 
minster. under the auspices of the Dick Sheppard Memorial Club, One 
of the most interesting lectures was on “ German Economic Experi- 
ments.” by Mr. T. Balogh, a former holder of an appointment under 
Dr. Schacht at the Statistical and Economic Department of the Reichs- 
bank. 


German rearmament was financed. Mr. Balogh declared, by a new issue 
of money: by increased taxation (rising from 10.2 milliard marks in 1932-3 
to 22 milliards in 1938-9); and by increased savings on which the State 
could call. Many consumption goods having been dispensed with, rationed, 
or. stored for military purposes, the public had less to spend their moncy 
on. | 

One of the methods of reducing expenditure on commodities was the 
confiscation and “Arvanisation” of Jewish property. They had smashed 
lewish consuming power and had compelled relatives to send in fresh 
currence, from abroad to help the Jews to live: and they had provided 
“Aryan” competitors with shops, thereby diverting money that might other- 
wise have been spent on consumption goods. <A similar effect would be 
achieved if the church were despoiled of her property. The peasants 
would release their savings to buy former church land, and their consump- 
tion power would decrease. The resultant drop in the production of 
consumption goods would release further labour power for rearmament, 


Fall in Unemployment and in the Standard of Living 


Ihe total income from credits, taxation, and savings. which was 4.75 
milliards in 1933-4, was 13.4 in 1937-38, and was expected to reach 23 
milliards in the current \ear. Wages and prices had been fixed. the speaker 
continued. This allowed the Government to discriminate between prices 
abroad and at home. and to arrange favourable prices for exports. if 
there were a fall in demand abroad. the Government introduced a subsidy 
and put a tax on the German public. Nazi economic methods had resulted 
in a fall in the standard of life. but also im the maintenance of full 
employment. No fewer than four and a half to five million people were 
engaged in work connected with rearmament: and in addition there was the 
army. the S.A... and the S.S.) Whereas in 1932-3 a six-hour day had been 
the rule. nine hours were now worked, and skilled labour could be 
emploved up to fourteen hours. 

By means of such State direction of economic life. the Government had 
raade it possible to give orders tor long-term contracts, a particularly 
attractive offer for small undertakings abroad. They were thereby canalising 
trade from the Balkans, and a tremendousl, powerful political and econome 
devclopment was being ensured. ! 

Ihere had been no stabilisation of the situation after Munich, and 
maintenance of the present standard of life was not possible while the 
Nazis pushed forward with their policy. Ht was a fallacy to suggest that 


an economic conference would ensure peace: Germany, if she would, could 
live peacefull and well 


DR. LUDWIG ON THE REAL GERMANY 


Critical Analysis of Character 

At the concluding session of the conference. Dr. Emil Ludwig spoke 
on:"“A New league of Nations.” He advocated a new League. composed 
of nations that are controlled by Parlhaments. It was of the utmost import- 
ance. he said. to ascertain Whether the Government of a particular State 
was contralied by Parhament. and how the education of its youth was 
carried on. The evitence of a genuine Parliament must also guarantee 
the freedom of the Press. The reconstruction of the League must be pre- 
ceded by a moral renascence of the nations. Thev must be shown that 
it paid to protect another nation in an emergency. 

Referring to Germans. he said: “ The world wonders how the country 
of Goethe and Beethoven always relapses into barbarism and how a nation 
capable of the highest culture can be ruled by uneducated savages. The 
reason is simple. Educatien in Germany has always. been intellectual 
but never moral. The morale of the German citizen is military honour. 
fo-da\'s Germans proves how well justified was the mistrust of the League 
when uw hesitated to accept Germany's. membership. It has become a 
historical misunderstanding, and ‘this applies particularly to England, to 
assume that the Germans of {@-day would be quite: different had they 
been treated in a more friendfy manner. Only people who do not know 
the national character of German constantly repeat this nonsense. Had 
ihe Germans been treated with consideration, German rearmament would 
have surprised the world ten vears earlier. Since Tacitus, the Germans 
were always a4 nation of warriors. Members of the army were always held 
in the highest respect as belonging to the most perfect class of the German 
population he professors made their obeisance fo the military caste and 
the artists lived in their own dreamland. 


“ This is the Genuine German State ” 


“What you see in to-day’s Germany is not a mere interlude, it is the 
genuine German State. What you see in to-day’s Germany 1s not the 
periormance of a handful of adventurers who have seized the government 
by brute force, it is the realisation of the German warrior’s dream of the 
mighi of the sword that rules the world by violence and not the spirit of 
the law. The ysoung Germans of to-day are prepared to live in. poverty 
and accustomed to obey; they are the only people in the history of mankind 
who are obsessed with a passion to obey, 

“Such a mentality of a whole nation and a similar attitude, though of 
different origin, of two other peoples, of Italy and Japan, a coalition of 
attacking States, faces the defensive world. This coalition must be faced 
with threats. and only threats can bring it to reason. Not a single German 
soldier would have marched had the peaceful nations shown a firm deter- 
mination to act instead of assuming the part of amiable pegotiator.” 


Maude Royden Supports Appeasement 


A significant speech was made by Dr. Maude Royden, who condemned 
those who desired the collapse of Germany. She alleged that the reason 
for the terrible anti-Jewish pogroms was because the German people were 
driven by poverty, which made them cruel. “Why is it a good thing to 
drive a totalitarian State to the verge of bankruptcy? The reaction 
will be cruelty and war.’ It was wrong to assume that if Germany got 
a little trade it would hurt someone else. She thought that by friendliness 
the dictator could be made more benevolent.

FASCISTS AND CURRENCY REFORMERS 
Anti-Semitic Penetration ? 
* INTERNATIONAL JEWISH FINANCE” 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


Mr. A. K. Chesterton, formerly a member of the B.U.PF., late editor 
of Action, and Mosley’s official biographer, was present last week ata 
conference on “ The Economic Road to Peace” (a report of which 
appears On page 28). At the fifth session at Friends House. Euston 
Road, he spoke on * The Imperial Problemy: Development v. Exploita- 
tion.” Mr. John Scanlon, the author of “ Decline and Fall of the 
labour Party,” “ Very Foreign Affairs,’ and other books critical of 
the Labour Party, presided. 

Mr. Chesterton's presence was rather surprising to me because, as 
a National Socialist, he was always highly critical of pacifists and such- 
like people, with whom on this occasion he was consorting. He 
claimed that only when “the tyranny of international finance ”. was 
removed would economic ills be remedied, These sentiments seemed 
to be commonly held by most speakers. It must be recognised that 
as an enemy “ international finance “ ts intangible; but it can be made 
to appear concrete, as the Fascists have done, in the form of the 
“international Jew.” The Fascists are continually attempting to 
persuade the currency reformers that although the enemy ts the “ inter- 
national moneylender,” he ts incarnate in the Jew, and that tt ts, 
therefore, necessary to attack the Jews. The currency reformers have, 
on.the whole, resisted this, although Major Douglas, the leading 
exponent of social credit theories in this country, has recently shown 
antu-Semitic, tendencies. 

It is instructive to consider the Nazi attitude to this question. In 
an interesting, but litthe Known, book on “ Hitler.” published in 1931, 
Mr. Wyndham Lewis, the well-known author, makes an analysis of 
ihe Nazi attitude to the currency reformers, or, as he calls them, the 
credit-cranks:” The “ credit-cranks”™” believe that the world ts held 
in bondage by debt, and that only when the power of the purse wielded 
by the international financiers has been destroyed will mankind be 
iree. 

* What, in the field of practical politics,” says Mr. Lewis, “ spurred 
him (Hitler) to action, and assured his success, may be summed up in 
the one word—debt .. . it links up the Hitlerist with many people 
elsewhere in the world.” (My italics.) Later he writes: “I would go 
so far.as to say that the whole of this Hitlerist movement ts, on the 
economic side, littl else but a most revolutionary form of credit- 
crankery!” 

It seems to me, in view of the above and the eagerness shown by 
Mr. Chesterton in seconding a vague resolution that the work of the 
conference should continue, that he is attempting to provide the neces- 
sary anti-Jewish leavening, although he did not mention the Jews at 
all in his talk. 

He is at present a contributor to the New PIONEER, copies of which 
were on sale at the conference. The editor of that paper is Lord 
Lymington, and the assistant editor John Beckett, also formerly ot 
the B.U.F. (It is interesting to note that there are a number of other 
ex-B.U.F. members, such as Henry Gibbs, who contribute to the 
paper.) Literature of the Peace Pledge Union and similar bodies was 
also on sale at the conference. 7 

At the final meeting of the Central Hall, Westminster, on Saturday 
night, Mr. Chesterton acted most discourteously to Dr. Emil Ludwig, 
whom he rebuked for some of his remarks about Germany, and whom 
he accused of abusing British hospitality by “ working up a war 
psychology.” 

Another speaker at this final meeting was Mr. Archibald Crawford, 
K.C., who is a member of the Council of the “ Link,” a body which 
exists to promote Anglo-German friendship. 

The honorary organiser of the conference was a Mr. Theodore 
Faithfull. 


DISGUSTING FASCIST BEHAVIOUR 


Conservative Candidate Withdraws 
Debate Challenge 


EX-B.U.F. OFFICIAL’S CLAIMS 


Mr. William Courtenay, prospective Conservative candidate for 
Limehouse, recently offered to debate with Mosley, following a 
challenge made to him by a local Blackshirt. He has now withdrawn 
the offer in view of the disgusting behaviour of the Fascists at a 
recent meeting at Limehouse Town Hall to protest against persecution 
of Jews, Catholics, and others. 

“The hall was filled with a noisy, illiterate, vulgar, raucous rabble 
of young people, mostly under voting age, who insisted on preventing 
anyone from being heard,” he wrote in a letter to the East LONDON 
OBSERVER. “ They were Fascists and had evidently organised them- 
selves into a hooligan, ragged army for the purpose. E 

“After gauging the type of following to which Mosley is reduced, 
he continues, “ my offer to debate with him 1s hereby withdrawn, It 
is quite obvious that Mosley would not be able to command this 
rabble into silence and obedience for anyone who met him on a public 

latform. . . . I shall now continue to enjoy my fun and amuse myself 
y poking fun at the Fascists, for this is about all they are worth, 


The one thing they long for is to be taken seriously, because they take 


themselves so seriously. To ridicule them and their precious movement 
is the best weapon in the armoury. It gets underneath their skin, and 
I shall refuse from now onwards to treat their pretensions to any policy 


| 


as worthy of any serious consideration. They haven't half a dozen 
votes between them, anyway, but can merely make a lot of notse.” 

In a letter in the same issue of the paper, Mr. Roger Corbet, a former 
Blackshirt official in Birmingham, writes that “ after much experience, 
inside and outside the B.U.F., I have come to the conclusion that 
Fascists do not like debating. They are afraid of being beaten. When 
a Fascist official in Birmingham, I three times accepted challenges to 
debate with prominent opponents, and three times was ‘ overruled” 
by my District Leader undeg a threat of * disciplinary measures.” Upon 
leaving the movement, I challenged the District Leader himself to 
meet me in debate; he refused.”

JEWS’ SCHOOL REUNION 


Annual Dinner of Old Boys 
GRAMMAR SCHOOL HIGH MASTER'S GESTURE

The annual reunion and dinner of the Old Boys of the Manchester: 
Jews’ School. held last week at the Chectham Assembly Rooms. Was a 
great social success. The guests of honour were Mr. Douglas Miller. 
High Master of the Manchester Grammar School, and Mr. W. O. Leste: 
Smith, Manchester's Director of Education, and his wife. 

Mr. Morris Wilks presided at the dinner, and expressed regret at the 
unavoidable absence of Mr. Harold Behrens, President of the School, 
who was to have been a guest of honour. 

“Mr. Lester Smith said that there could. hardly be an clementars 
school in the country with such a great record as the Manchester Jews 
School. Many of its past pupils had made their mark in law, literature. 
surgery, music, and-other walks of life. With regard to the future o! 
the School, he would say that it was one of the greatest and finest 
things in British democracy that it did not superimpose ideas on local 
and corporate groups, but let ideals and ideas move up trom below 
He hoped that would always be the case. Accordingly. rt was tor the 
Jewish Community to make their decision with regard to the School 
He knew they had great faith in its future and that they would do 
their utmost for it. 

Mr. Miller said that it would be impertinent for others to tell the 
Jewish Community what to do in this matter. “It 1s for you to decide 
and to stick to your ideals. We shall all honour you for uo Mr. 
‘Miller added that many fine pupils had come from the Jews’ Schoo! 
and the Jewish Community in general to the Manchester Gramma 
School. “ We have had the best you can give us, and we‘have done 
our best for them. . When these troubles began abroad. | called the 
Jewish boys together and assured them that they would always get 
exactly the same treatment as any other boys.” (Applause.) ~ We 
have gone on, and shall go on, on that basis, and the result has been 
happiness and contentment. with everybody pulling together.” 


Other’ speakers included Mr. S. Classick (Treasurer of the School). 


who said that he hoped the Jewish Community would not let the Jews’ 
School down, especially at a time when the Jewish Communities of 
Leeds, Glasgow, and Liverpool were realising the importance of such a 
school: Mr. H. Davis, who reported that the membership of the Old 
Boys’ Union had increased trom 170 last vear to over 300; and Mr. 
S. Hyman. 


Miss Annie Nathan's Resignation 


Miss L. Danziger, Hon. Correspondent Secretary of the School, 
said that only at a Jews’ School could the Jewish children obtain. that 
most salutary daily contact with their traditions and tanh. It had 
been a blessing that they had been able to accommodate a number of 
German-Jewish refugee children tn the School during the last few 
weeks. The time had come for the School to go farther afield. since 
Derby Sireet was no longer the centre of the Jewish school population. 
It was the intention of the Managers to face up to this problem without 
delay, but so.tar no suitable site had been found. They were indebted 
to the Manchester Education Committee and to Mr. Lester Smith for 
their constant co-operation. Miss Danziger concluded by announcing 
néws, which was received with great regret by the gathering. that Miss 
Nathan's resignation from the Headmustress-ship had just been accepted 
by the Managers of the School. 

Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., who proposed the health of the guests of 
honour, contrasted the freedom and enlightenment which existed in 
England with the cruelties perpetrated on helpless Jewish children in 
schools in Germany. It was great to know that such noble men as 
Mr. Miller and Mr. Lester Smith were the leading figures in 
Manchester's educational circles.

GLASGOW 
JEWISH CHILDREN IN DAY SCHOOLS 
Statistics Show Large Decrease 


[From our Correspondent] 


Dr. M. Friedlander, Headmaster of the Talmud Torah, recently 
obtained from the Education Authorities in the city statistics regarding 
the number of Jewish children attending 
Corporation schools, and the significance 
of these figures was explained in an inter- 
view I had with Dr. Friedlander. - Similar 
figures were obtained in 1931. 

There are 1,498 Jewish children—from 
five to seventeen—attending Glasgow day 
schools, said Dr. Friedlander, and of that 
number 699 are girls. Compared with the 
census of 1931, the figures indicate a 
decrease of 350 in the number of Jewish 
school children. This discrepancy might 
be attributed to two causes—{a) the birth 
of fewer Jewish children; and (b) the 
spread of the Jewish Community. to out- 
lying districts, resulting in many Instances 
in Jewish children no longer coming under 
the authority of the Glasgow Education 
Department. 

As far as Jewish education is concerned, Dr. Friedlander emphasised 
that the figures are most valuable. They gave a guide for the intro- 
duction of religious instruction into the day schools, for the statistics 
contain the number of Jewish children according to the schools they

They also served as an authoritative basis upon which -to 
lound investigations regarding the numtcr of children who do not 
receive any Jewish education. 

Referring to the introduction of Hebicw education in the day 
schools, Dr. Friedlander said that this had so far been done in six 
schools, with an aggregate of 427) Jewish children. The scheme had 
emanated trom the Glasgew Jewish Board of Education, but, as the 
Board had very limited financial resources at its command. the Talmud 
lorah Council unanimously adopied the plan and undertook the 
Mnancial responsibility. This was definitely to the credit of the 
members of the Council, and it was this sense of duty which induced 
them last autumn to respond with equal prompiness to the call for help 
irom the Cardonald and Hillington Hebrew Congregation, and the 
result was the establishment of a branch of the Talmud Torah in that 
area. In view of the serious financial difficulties they were constantly 
called upon to face, the Council of the Talmud Torah had shown, 
Dr. a iedlander said, a highly commendable breadth of vision in 
assuming this further financial responsibility. and it was “up to” the 
general Jewish Community to give the Council full support. 

“ | have been able to establish statistically,” Dr. Friedlander dec!ared, 
“that, so far as boys are concerned, in no Hebrew school has this 
religious instruction in the day schools had any adverse effect. Boys 
who attended Hebrew evening classes at the time of the introduction 
Oi religious tuition in the mornings continued with their evening studies, 
and those who were too small have since. started attending Cheder at 
night. It is only with the giris that we are less sure but, as far as we 
can ascertain, few of those who attended Hebrew evening classes have 
discontinued to do so because of the religious instruction that they 
may have received in the moraing.” 

In conclusion, Dr. Friedlander said thai the morning Hebrew classes 
were valuable, but were in themselves not enough and had to bs 
supplemented by cvening classes.

Mr. H. Pilkington, M.P., said that he had very recently returned 
from a trip to Germany. where he had closely studied the attitude of 
the people towards anti-Semitism. He was convinced that the great 
mass of the German people regarded the brutal excesses of the Nazi 
hooligans with disgust, or else with resignation. 

Dr. Cook said that at a time like this one could only offer “a 
squeeze of the hand,” and he pleaded with the Jews, in spite of all they 
had to suffer, never to attempe to be anything other than Jews.

The mythical “ Elders of Zion,” the bogy-men with which the Nazis 
scare German children of all ages, are dealt with at length in a recent 
book. “ Jewry Discovers America,” by the Nazi author Othmar Krainz, 
Herr Krainz, too. is something of a discoverer, for he reveals that the 
“ Elders ” have their seat in New York.

Referring in his Reichstag speech this week to Nazi aid for the 
Spanish rebels, Hitler said: “ They (foreign democratic statesmen) 
cannot imagine that it is merely for altruistic reasons and only in the 
interest of civilisation that we put this help at the disposal of General 
Franco, and yet this was our only motive.” * 

Speaking at Wiirzburg on June 27, 1937, Hitler declared: “ Germany 
needs to import ore. That is why we want a Nationalist Government 
in Spain, so that we may be able to buy Spanish ore.”

MARTIN BLOCH’S INSPIRING EXHIBITION 


An Inner Vision 


A man with an inner vision can paint anywhere, can see a subject 
for a picture equally in trees against an evening sky or a couple of 
petrol pumps, and Martin Bloch avers that London, that chaotic: 
jumble of bricks and dirt and asphalt, is a superb place to paint in. 
It is to him a kind of “ treasure tub” out of which he pulls the most 
unexpected prizes. : 

At the Lefevre Galleries, where Mr.. Bloch is giving his first 
important public exhibition in England, there is a collection of 
pictures of remarkable interest. Interest, because although Mr. Bloch 
is a German, there is no trace of those typical characteristics we have 
come to associate with modern Germain painting, over-emphasis and 
morbidity; and remarkable because Mr. Bloch’s inner vision tells 
us something about our own city that we have not known before. 
lt is a place of glowing colour, of unexpected and surprising beauty. 
Look at his picture “The Red Lion, Barnes.” It is composed of 
petrol pumps, a telephone box, and a nondescript house, but it is 
lyrical in beauty. It is like a Bach fugue. There if a cunning con- 
trapuntal placing of colour, with a recurrent note of red—always of 
a subtly diflerent value—that is both exciting and satisfying. 

“ Hammersmith Bridge” is a lovely picture in which Mr. Bloch’s 
boldness and subtlety are equally manifested. The contrasted turquoise 
of the water and mauves of the sky give a surprising luminosity to the 
houses and trees on the river bank and to the bridge itself. — 

Mr. Bloch’s latest picture, “ Draperies,” is intended to be almost 
a pure design of emotional content. To me it is not so successful 
as most of the others, for though the colour is pleasant, the composi- 
lion seems somewhat contused. The painting of “ Langham Place “ 
is a revelation: | have never seen it looking like that, but there is 
something so true about this picture that I know the next time I 
pass Langham Place on a summer's evening I shall see it with Mr. 
Bloch’s eyes, in just the same way as I now see the Provengal landscape 
through Cézanne’s eves. | 

Oi the rest, 1 prefer the Danish quayside picture and the “ House 
with the Figureheads,” a painting with a magical and mysterious 
atmosphere. 
¢ The drawings are expressive and economical. “ Trees in Richmond 
Park" ts a fine drawing, charged with content, and the big tempera 
monochrome nude a strange and moving piece of work. Altogether, 
this is an exhibition well worth visiting, for the harmony and happi- 
ness that emanate from these pictures remind us that whatever Hitler 
may do or say, the things of the spirit will survive, and will, in the 
end, be our salvation.

THREE SOUTH AFRICAN ‘** MUSKETEERS ” 
Wandering Jewish Sportsmen 


One of the best “ human stories ” so far this year (writes a correspondent) 
has been the arrival in England, and subsequent employment with the 
Fulham Football Club, of Sydney Woolf, the eighteen-year-old brother of 
Jimmie Woolf. formerly of 
Southampton and now 
with Guildford City, and 
friend of Alf James, the 
light-weight boxer. 

Ihe story goes back to 
South Africa when the 
three friends made a pact 
io come to England, Alf 
James to box and the two 
Woolfs to play soccer. 
None of them had much 
money. The fare from the 
Cape is £30. and if they 
saved that much and then 
spent it on steamer tickets 
they would have had no 
money to live on when they got here. So they all decided to work their 
passages—save Jimmie—and meet at some later date in England. 

Jimmie Woolf got here first. James came next, and on January 4 came 
Sydney—the last of the “three musketeers.” Last October, Sydney signed 
on as an assistant coal-trimmer in Durban at t4 I6s. a month. came to 
Liverpool via Australia. and was earning double salary as a fully fledged 
trimmer. apart from being a -real tough seafaring footballer. After 
travelling nearly 20,000 miles, he met his brother Jimmie at Euston after a 
lapse of two years. Jimmie took his brother to Guildford to meet the team, 
and subsequently they went to see Frank Rostron, a tellow South African. 
and Stanley Halsey. both of the Dairy E\press sports staff. Mr. Halsey 
put Sydney in touch with Ipswich Football Club. and Mr. Rostron spoke 
to John Dean. the Fulham manager. who was so impressed with Sydney s 
stor, that he offered him a job on the Fulham ground staff: 

Sydney is unassuming and determined that he will get to understand 
English football thoroughly before he signs as a professional. He has been 
playing ever since he left school. and played with his brother in the Scout 
Troop attached to the Johannesburg Jewish Orphanage. He was a centre- 
forward for the Johannesburg Rangers—one of the best South African 
first division teams—-which he joined at the age of fifteen. Sydney also 
plays Rugger. boxes. and swims. He practises every day with the Fulham 
team, and may play regularly for them this season 

Now both brothers are together the, plan to bring their mother to 
England for a holiday in April.

CAPLAN, THE INVISIBLE MAN 
Hurst Well Outpointed

The cry, “ You're fighting theinvisible man!” from a member of the 
audience pretty nearly met the case when Jackie Hurst fought Benny Caplan 
at the Stadium Club, Holborn, on Thursday of last week. Try as Hurst 
would, and he tried hard enough, he could scarcely land a punch of any 
consequence on the elusive figure of Caplan. The bout was devoid of thrills 
but not of interest. Hurst's plan was to try to get to close quarters. a plan 
with which Caplan failed to comply, for he retreated throughout, stabbing 
home lefts which, though they did not hurt, scored the points. 

Caplan’s fleetness of foot, accurate left leads, slipping of punches, side- 
stepping. and excellent footwork were a feature of the bout. His left was 
his impeccable weapon of offence which Hurst found an impregnable barrier 
to his best efforts. Although Hurst relied upon bustling methods, Caplan 
never cevia'ed from orthodox boxing. Hurst's body blows brought a 
caution from the referee in the third, and immediately after he was sent 
through the ropes by a snappy right from Caplan. Caplan’s footwork, 
coupled with his left-hand punching, broke up many of Hurst's attacks. 
Only in the closing rounds, when Caplan was tiring, did Hurst come into the 
picture, but Caplan’s effective left-hand punching prevented any great 
damage being done. The verdict,in Caplan’s favour, was on a wide margin 
of points. 


Franks’s Narrow Defeat 


On the same bill, Nat Franks put up a truly magnificent show, though 
losing on points to George Davis of Notting Hill—the Southern Area 
middleweight champion. Franks took much punishment about the face 
and body, but sent Davis home with a split lip and a right eye puffed out to 
the size of apotato. Davis boxed coolly and cleverly throughout, and did 
not allow the fight to be taken to him, but he was up against a fighter built 
of solid bone and muscle who carried dynamite tn his fists. 

Davis can hit hard and Franks gamely took all he had to give. In the Sth 
his nose was b!eeding and two vicious left hooks to the jaw and one heavy 
kidney punch slowed him up, but he never eased up his attack, and proved 
to be much the cleverer at in-fighting. Even in the 8th, when Franks’ nose 
was gory from Davis's murderous hammering, he showed no lack of stamina, 
and had the fight gone to 15 rounds I feel it would have been a very different 
story. As it was, Franks kept Davis on the hop with left-right crosses and 
so quickly caught up his arrears in the last rounds that the decision could 
only have been awarded to Davis on the smallest of margins.

The Problem of Attending Camps 
A CASE FOR DISCUSSION BETWEEN ALL PARTIES 
(From our Correspondent] 


‘The issue cf the National Service Handbook has occasioned much 
discussion among Jews and Jewesses—particularly the “ under-thirties "—as 
to the best and most suitable manner in which they can play their rart in 
the voluntary scheme for defence. These conversations. which invariably 
commence with: “What are you going to join?” often, unfortunately, 
conclude without any decision being arrived at, mainly owing to the fact 
that the young men do not know the opinions of their employers concerning 
the fortnight at camp, which is part of the annual training for Territorials 
and members of the Auxiliary Air Force (Ba loon Squads, etc.). 

his lack of understanding between employer and employee may result in 
large numbers of young men who are in the under-thirty class diverting 
their energies and enthusiasm to those services which require no annual 
attendance at camp, icstead of joining Territorial and Auxiliary Air 
Squadrons, for which they are suitable. From conversations with a number 
of ycung men I gather that the problems regarding annual camp are: 

(1) Will the employer give them a fortnightevery year? (2) Willleave of 
absence from work or business to attend cimp be taken as part of the 
employees annual holiday ? 

[he second item most directly affects the enployee. It is common know- 
ledge that the one and only long'vacation during the year is looked forward 
to by employer and employee with equal zest. A vast majority of Jewish 
employees with whom I discussed the question are. quite understandably, 
against any infringement of their annual holiday. They argue that they 
will have to give up much of their own time anyway for evening training, 
and that while camp would make a pleasant break, it could not replace that 
week or fortnight in which they were able completely to relax. 

In the view of a non-Jew to whom I s-oke, since the service was ulti- 
mately aimed at the defenc: of property. as well as life and country, the 
employer should have no hesitation in granting an extra fortnight’s holiday 
a\ear. A smal minority, who get two weeks holiday a year, were in favour 
of giving up a few days of their holiday if the emplover would make up 
the rest. They would d:véte a week to train ng, for instance, if they were 
given one extra week to com: lete the fortnight. 

| found no single tnstance where a Jewish employer was contemplating 
refusing tse time off for employees to attend camp. The problems were, 
however, when and how Many of these employers were reluctant to 
venture an opinion on whether camp should be pirt of the annual vacation, 
but the impression | gained was that they would follow a strong and 
in ormed lead and. as a majority put it, would willingly fall in line with any 
dec sion made about their part:cular business or industry.’ A large number 
felt that holidays should not be interlered with, but that employees instead 
of doing two weeks at camp, sould take advantage of, the alter: ative of one 
week only at camp with anadded number of evening drills throughout the 
year. Some favoured “ siazge: ing ~~ camps, in the sane way that holidays in 
g neral were being spread over periods, and another suggestion was to 
arrange camps for the anticipated pe inds of slacxness which arise in every 
trade. Many trades have a slack period some time between the middle of 
May and the middle of September, the suitable period for camping. Perhaps 
some arrangement could be entered into between the employers and 
Territorial camping author.ties so that each could facilitate the other. 
Discussion, however, in the first plac: between emplover and employee. and 
finally between representatives of various industrial and trade groupings 
of employers and ~ National Service “ officials should go a long way towards 
enlightenment.

GETTING BETTER 


Most trying time for Nurse and 


Child Patient 


TNDOUBTEDLY mest trying 
L period of all in the nursing of a child 

~ Who has unhappily fallen ill is when 
the little patient begins to better. 
Certainly during the acule stages of his 
indisposition his parents: or nurse have 
But 
they have known better than to allow him 
to perceive this, and, from a nursing point 
of view, while he was really queer he was 
all that a model patient should be. Now, 
however, he ts beginning to feel better, and 
his temper doesn't seem so good. He its 
peevish: he is difficult to please: and ts vers 
easily upset. 

Perhaps his mother is unaccustomed to 
such vagaries, and ts herself shghtly on edge 


feel 


alter the ordeal of nursing him during his 
iliness. The obvious result will be a clash 
between her and her little patient, and a 
good deal of unnecessary unhappiness all 
round. His progress, she fears, will have 
been arrested by his paroxysms of temper. 

It is wisest, when children have been 
unwell, to expect an outbreak of fractious- 
ness as the first harbinger of their convales- 
cence. This is really a perfectly normal 
reaction on their part, and if anticipated 
intelligently can be very successfully coped 
with. Start by carefully preparing a reserve 
of really exciting interests for the patient. 

Revive old games which you know he 
enjoyed under the most happy circum- 
stances. Take it for granted that he feels 
Slightly at sixes and sevens, and be sure 


never to lecture or preach at him for faults 
which at other times you might consider it 
your duty to correct. You will achieve the 
double purpose of completely taking the 
wind out of his sails if he intended to be 
naughty and at the same time defeating the 
avowed object of the whole display —which 
is an unreasoned desire for the prolongation 
of the attention necessarily bestowed on him 
during his illness. 

But don't forget that your little patient 
needs some compensation for taking away 
from him all the glory of being thoroughly 
and spectacularly naughty. So devise ways 
and means of simultaneously soothing his 
newly-awakened desire for your undivided 
attention and stimulating his interest in the 
world outside his sick-room. When he 1s 
able to get up, games which deal with 
objects outside the house will help him to 
want to be well and out like the other 
children. Repeat to him the “ gossip ~ about

as well as 


Other children and add as many exciting 
details concerning the places he loves to 
Visit aS your imagination will provide. 

And, finally, remember to show him an 
additional display of affection. It will take 
the edge off that uncomfortable perplexity 
which children experience when they are 
recovering from an illness and which tugs 
them both ways, away from the restrictions 
of their indisposition and at the same time 
back to the safe warm comfort of a situa- 
tion in -which they were the chief and most 
important actors on the stage, Monopolising 
and completely filling the attention of those 
who were tending them.

MOTORING NOTES 


BRITISH CAR’S TOUGHNESS 


Adven‘ures of a Wolseley in Africa 


[t is not often that one has any pleasure when an accident happens 
to a motor-car, but the extraordinary toughness revealed by the accident 
to the 18-h.p. Wolseley car in the Belgian Congo has given pleasing 
testimony to the excellence of its materials and construction. 

[t may be remembered that Humphrey Symons and H. B. Browning 
Started from London to drive across Africa to Capetown. After a 
most successful trip across the Sahara Desert, a wooden bridge over 
a wide river collapsed and the Wolseley car and its occupants fell 
about thirty feet into the water. Photographs taken after the accident 
show the car lying on its side in the stream with,only its near-side 
wheels and a portion of the coachwork .above water. When help 
arrived the car was righted and hauled out of the river. 

It was then placed on a wagon and taken 200 miles to Juba. There 
it vas found that there was no serious damage to the working parts 
and the engine was restarted. The two adventurers decided to continue 
their journey in the car, although all the windows had been shattered 
and the offside wings were badly bent. It was learned later that the 
car had safely reached Nairobi, 800 miles from Juba. and the car 
was running splendidly. I expect that they will have arrived in Cape- 
town by the time these lines are read. 

If nothing else has been gained, this trip has been well worth while 
as a practical test of the toughness of British Wolseley cars. 

The Lodge plug people ask me to remind motorists that. after a 
car is washed, care should be taken to see that water has not found 
its way through the bonnet on to the plugs. These ignition experts 
point out that to continue to run the car with one cylinder out of 
action and to wait for the heat to dry off the affected plug is to ask 
for an oiled plug.

737 STORE S IN OPERATION 


The thirtieth annual general mecting of t 
held on January 27 in London 

Mr. W. L. Stephenson (the Chairman) said that the Company had in 1938 
reached a new high in and consequent profits. That was doubly 
pleasing when they realised that 1938 had been by no means a boom year. The 
remunerative business cnjoyved during the Coronation period of 1937 had been 
only partially countered by improved Scotch business resulting from the Glasgow 
Exhibition. Later came the crisis, when they, in common with other shopkeepers, 
lound the people. with gloom and uncertainty in their hearts. had little 
imclination to buy. Happily, as they always thankfully recalled, that passed and 
trade resumed us normal course, with the result that by the end of the year 
they had found that in their old stores they had made a gain in sales which, 
though small in percentage, represented. a considerable volume in itself. 

Expansion also had helped considerably to produce the results they were 
cxamining. Last year he was able to tell stockholders that in 1937 there were 
thirty-four additional stores opened and a large numbér of improvements in 
old stores. Only partial benefit from those additions had fallen into 1937, but for 
last year the full weight of those improvements had been enjoyed. Similarly, 
twenty-six new stores and forty enlargements and replacements brought about 
during 1938 were only partially effective for that year, but would produce a full 
year's business im the current year.

EXTENSIVE SELLING SPACE 

It would interest the stockholders, who numbered now approximately 50,000, 
to visualise the extent of. the retail distributing machine which they owned. Let 
them conceive a shop with ninety miles of sales counter, a proportionate mileage 
of display shelving, and more than six miles of shop windows—that represented 
the selling space operated by the Company at the close of last year. It was not 
surprising, therefore, to find that while the sum of increased profit loomed large, 
it Was, m fact, predicated on enormous figures. 

Che net profit after all expenses and depreciation, at £6,961,141, was an increase 
of £471,127, which represented a gain of 7.26 per cent. After the deduction of 
tax, the profit was £4,929,395, an increase of £136,448, which represented a gain 
in real proft of 2.85 per cent. 

Stocks of merchandise on hand, despite the considerable addition to selling 
space, were lower than at previous inventory, and their buyers were now ina 
the happy position of securing advantages in their purchases of such goods, 
which would in turn be passed on to the customer in improved value. The 
merchandise of the stores had reached a very high state of efficiency. The range 
of articles carried was greater than ever, and the Company's policy of striving 
always for consumer satisfaction had its reward in the constancy of the trade 
enjoyed. 

Schemes for expansion in the present year, requiring an expenditure of 

£2,500,000, had already been approved. They hoped that the whole of ‘the 
programme would be carried through during the current year. H the whole pro- 
gramme was completed as anticipated during the present year, it would mean the 
addition of rather more than one new store per week and no less than seventy-five 
extensions and replacements of old stores. That was a much more extensive 
programme than the Company had had in recent years, and apart from the large 
number of small stores it provided for greater sales space in old stores. 
_ There had already been paid dividends on the preference shares, and an 
interim dividend of 9d. per share on the ordinary shares. The Directors recom- 
mended payment of a final dividend of Is. 9d. per unit, less income tax, on the 
units of ordinary stock, and, on the ordinary stock, of 9d. per unit cash bonus,

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Investments and Securities 


There has been a remarkable change in stock market conditions 


‘during the past week. It was stimulated first by Mr. Chamberlain's 


speech on Saturday last, which was favourably received. Then came 
Hitfer’s speech in Germany, which at least raised no fresh problems 
in European politics and the net result of which was considerably 
io ease the nervous tension which has been so evident in recent weeks 
[here was, as a result, a cessation of selling in markets and a quite 
considerable volume of closing of “ bear” positions.

It cannot be said that there has been anv 
great expansion in the volume of business. but. apart from the “ bear ” 
closing, there have been signs of some buying in small lines of leading 
securities by investors who now regard them as cheap to lock away 
for a ume. The movement was evident everywhere.’ in gilt-edged as 
much as industrials. An interesting feature recently has been a revival 
of activity in leading gold shares. 
STRONG BANKING SYSTEM 

Lord Wardington, speaking at the Lloyds Bank meeting, made some 
mieresting Comparisons between banking and monetary conditions as 
hey were in August, 1914, and in September last, when. for a time. it 
appeared that the course of events of 1914 might be repeated. He 
pointed to the gold in circulation in 1914 and the small reserve actually 
in the Bank of England, which necessitated the “hurried improvisation” 
ot Treasury notes. He also mentioned the problems of foreign credits 
and the open Stock Exchange position. In September last, none of 
these problems were so acute. Although we lost nearly £100,000,060 
of gold only the minimum of. disturbance was caused to the banking 
system or the money market. The increase in note circulation took 
place entirely automatically and with no disturbance at all. Due to 
the smaller volume of international trade and Stock Exchange 
business, Open -positions calling for special treatment were smaller. 
It is obvious that our banking and monetary system was much 
stronger and more elastic in September than it was twenty-four vears 
ALO, 

PROGRESSIVE POLICY 

Disturbed world conditions have given the Directors of F. W. 
Woolworth and Co. no cause to change their progressive policy which 
has proved so successful in past years, At the annual meeting, Mr. 
W. L. Stephenson, the Chairman, pointed out that given continuation 
of peace the company can prolitably enlarge the scope of its operati «s, 
while should war come, which he considers a remote possibility, the 
question of more or less profit will sink into insignificance. Accordingly, 
the Board has already approved plans for expenditure of £2,500,000 
in the current year on the addition of new stores at the rate of more 
than one a week, in addition to seventy-five replacements or extensions 
of existing stores. At the end of 1938, there were /37 stores open, 
representing over ninety miles of sales counters and six miles of shop 
windows. The ratio of profit, he was able to say, was maintained, and 
though expenses were higher they were not disproportionate. It ts 
notable that the improvement in results in 1938 came not only from 
the additional stores opened but also through a gain in sales in the old 
stores. 

HOUNDSDITCH WAREHOUSE 

The report of the Houndsditch Warehouse Co. for 1938 shows 
trading profits of £260,552, compared with £283,800 in the previous 
year. There is, however, in addition £2,000 dividend received from a 
subsidiary, against none previously. Depreciation, amortisation, staff 
participation, fees, etc., require £28,534, against £29,555, and income 


‘tax and N.D.C. £27,000, against £31,000. There is £10,000, against 


£28,430, written off goodwill, and the Preference dividend takes £40,000, 
against £32,165. A final dividend of 12} per cent. again makes 17} 
per cent for the year on the ordinary capital, and the carry forward 
is £39,668, against £22,650. Although profits are rather lower, in the 
circumstances of the year.the results appear distinctly satisfactory. 
This is the second year’s working of the business as a pudlic company, 
the present company having been incorporated at the end of February, 
1937. Issued capital is £1,600,000, of which £800,000 is in Ss. ordinary 
shares, which are quoted around ICs. 


CHARTERED REPORT 

The full dccounts of the British South Africa Company (Chartered) 
now issued show that the decline in net profits from £686,649 to 
£402,573 is largely the consequence of less favourable investment 
markets. Income from copper royalties was £199,395, against £296,014 
previously, but this is offset by an increase in dividends interest, etc., 
from £397,101 to £498,583. Profits from investment realisations, how- 
ever. are down from £266,973 to £8,992. As already announced, the 
dividend is 84 per cent., against 13} per cent. for the year. The balance- 
sheet shows investments at a book value of £8,061,682, against 
{8.141.561 a year previously. Holdings of British Government 
securities have dropped from 20.6 per cent. to 12.5 per cent. of the total, 
while Rhodesian mining investments have risen from 34.9 to 36.0 per 
cent., and other mining investment from 3.6 to 14.7 per cent. The 
report indicates that while gross revenue of the Rhodesia Railways in 
the year to September 30 rose from £4,709,069 to £5,030,636, net 
earnings were down from £1,932,662 to £1,880,273 as a result of 
increased working expenses. 

WATNEY COMBE INTERIM 

Interim dividend on Watney Combe Reid Deferred units 1s repeated 
at 6 per cent. for the year ending June 30 next. This announcement, 
though welcome, was not unexpected in the market. A similar payment 
has been made for each of the past three years. For the twelve months 
to June 30 last, the 6 per cent. interim was followed by a 9 per cent. 
final and 3 per cent. bonus, This made 18 per cent. In all, against 
19 per cent., the bonus the previous year having been 4 per. oe 
Traling profits on that occasion were down slightly from £2,028,50 
to £1,978,985. This was largely a reflection of increases in raw 
material costs. It is believed that these have been reduced to some

The floating assets of the group this year exceeded the current habslities 
by £312.000. as compared with £260,000 last year, [hese figures demonstrated 
the mproved strength of the Company's financial position, 


GLAXO LABORATORIES 

In regard to Glaxo Laboratories, Limited, that Company's business was world 
wide in its operations. Shareholders would be gratified to Know that the increasing 
strength of the production and selling organisation had been well demonstrated 
by a further imerease in turnover, in spite of more difficult: conditions This 
expansion had not been. confined to any one market. -In certain countries, 
re trictions imposed for political or other reasons necessitated business being 
conducted at little or no profit: where the market had been substantial and 
nroiitable, the Directors had determined to continue the Company's activities 
in order to preserve the goodwill against more favourable trading conditions, 

During the vear, the Deputy Chairman had visited the Glaxo Laboratories’ 
sudsidiary companies in India, Australia, .and New Zealand, and had reported 
on the excellence of their organisation in those countries. They believed that 
whatever might be the vicissitudes of oversea business at present, the steady 
building up of their organisation would be well justthed. The Directors con- 
fidently believed that their oversca sales organisation was. of the calibre and 
experience to take full advantage of potentialities 


BRIGHTER OUTLOOK FOR PRODUCE TRADE 

In regard to thetr produce businesses, there had been a material improves 
ment in certain directions. Their importing business had had a suceesstul year $s 
trading. The marketing of New Zealand buticr in packet form; under the 
* Golden Bud ™ trademark, had made substantial progress during the year. 

It was not until after the close of the year under review that the Government, 
at long last, announced their bacon policy. The new marketing policy did not 
become operative until January | of this year, and it would be some months 
before it became effective. As this policy was based on an expansion of the 
bacon trade, as distinct from the harmful restrictive policy which had been tn 
existence for the last five years, the prospects for the future of their Smithfield 
business were on a much sounder foundation than for some time past. 


THE NEW ZEALAND IMPORT REGULATIONS 

The New Zealand business had had a satisfactory year. Shareholders would 
expect him to say something about the Import Regulations which came into 
operation in December last. How would it affect their business? He could 
not say. At present they had not received sufficient information. Nevertheless, 
as they imported into New Zealand goods that entered largely into the produc- 
tion of primary products, or were necessary for the farmers, they anticipated 
carrying on that business without material alteration, 

When New Zealand payments were greater than her receipts her funds decreased 
overseas. A decline in those funds meant that the Dominion had been paying 
more than it had been receiving, and had been drawing on its reserves for 
the excess expenditure. It was generally considered that about £N.Z.10,000,000 
per annum was required to pay interest on public debt held abroad, and that 
export receipts should exceed import payments by this amount if the reserves 
were to remain intact, 


PURPOSE OF THE LEGISLATION 
The Government was endeavouring to accomplish this with the aid of the 
Import Regulations. The main purpose of this legislation was to ensure interest 
payments in London on the loans held by the British public, and that the 
maximum trade preference would be given to Great Britain under the import 
control policy. 


DIRECTORS POLICY 

So frequently during the past few years had he reiterated that it was the 
policy of the Directors to consolidate the resources of the Company and to direct 
them into the most profitable avenues, that it might seem unnecessary repetiviog 
again to mention it. He did so, however, for the purpose of making clear to 
shareholders that the Directors’ policy was unchanged. That i had proved 
the correct policy was beyond doubt, as would be readily realised on com- 
paring the present balance-sheet with those of the past five or six years. Lhe 
steady progress which had been made demonstrated the success with which 
the policy had been carried out. The strength of the Company to-day was 
greater than at any time in its history. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted, and a vote of thanks 
was passed to the Chairman, Directors, and staff.

**Gas Light” 
Fine Acting in a Drama 


Mr. Patrick Hamilton's tense drama was praised in these columns 
recently when first performed in a suburban theatre. Now it is to be 
seen at the Apollo, and once again the fine, terrifying acting of Gwen 
Ffrangcon-Davies and the skill of the playwright in telling his story 
are deeply impressive. 

The effects of this play. and they provide a cleverly-controlled tension 
that it is impossible to escape, are derived more from the powerful sincerity 
of the characterisation than from the usual methods whereby terror is stage- 
induced. The shrinking. pallid littke wife whom her husband ts deliberately 
driving mad, and the general atmosphere of the Victorian Pimlico home, 
grip one and convey the feeling of being enmeshed in a smoky net. Milton 
Rosmer, as the genial detective. comes like a shaft of sunlight into this 
horrifving gloom. The excitement, created by the doubt as to whether 
the smooth villain of a husband will succeed, is a tribute to’ the convincing 
way the play is written. As the husband, Dennis Arundell provides all the 
sinister glibness of villainy, if not the suggestion of deeper cruelty. This 
is a clever and effective drama. and much more really exciting than man) 
an avowed thriller. 


Hundreds and Thousands 
A Story of Acquisitiveness 


This comedy at the Garrick Theatre, by Sarah Benedict Tapping 
and Leon M. Lion, is a study in predatory types. 

At one end of the scale we see, at the opening, the straightforward 
burglar at work--and rather a likeable fellow he 1s—relieving an aged and 
dying man of his watch and loose change. The old man gives an opportunity 
for some beautiful acting by Waldo Wright. a perfect blending of courtesy 
and cynicism. Then, later, we find this same burglar become unmensely 
rich—the whimsical old man has left him his fortune. Now it ts the turn 
of high society to fleece the ex-burglar. “County” neighbours seize the 
poor fellow socially and proceed to repair their embarrassed fortunes at 
his expense. He suffers it all good-naturedly. Then the story wanders 
its lesson spent, there is nothing left but to enlarge on the humours of the 
situation and introduce odd twists. 

As the burelar-become-squire. Wilfrid Lawson maintains a delightful 
consistency. Ruth Dunning brings charm to the uncertain character of an 
aristocratic and avowed gold-digger. Leon M. Lion makes a delightful 
fellow of one of the burglars old friends. and Eva Moore presents a 
duchess who is at home everywhere, as the best duchesses should be,

One is bound to admire the neat and efficient manner in which 
B. M. Bovary has designed this new play at the “ Q™ Theatre. 

With commendable economy the story is told and the characters estab- 
lished just sufficrentl, for their parts. Possibly the impression ts strengthened 
because the author tells us about very nice. though sticky. people, and it 
is quite true that such people carefully reveal only a fraction of the usual 
indications of life.

Mr. Lansbury at Yiddish Theatre 


Helping the Jews of No-Man’s-Land 


Ihe Rt. Hon. George Lansbury, M.P.. attended a special perform- 
ance in aid of the Jewish refugees on the Polish-German frontier arranged 
by Madame Fanny Waxman at the Jewish National Theatre, Adler Street, E., 
on Wednesday evening. 

Mr. Lansbury told the audjence that the Fund had been able to send 
£1,000 each week so far; but now they were dealing with a bigger problem— 
bringing the children away. Mr. Elsley Zeitlin, the Treasurer. had that day 
left for the Polish border, and they hoped he would be able to bring back 
fifty of the children—for whom homes were guaranteed in England. Mr. 
Lansbury appealed for more offers of homes as well as for generous financial 
support of the Fund. There was, he said, going to be a continual stream of 
children coming here, to await migration to other parts of the world. He 
believed the Governments of the world would have to take up very seriously 
this question of refugees, finding the money for it just as they managed to 
find the money for war. He spoke, too, of the benefits brought to this 
country by immigrants, that he had witnessed in his seventy years’ residence 
in Whitechapel and Bow.

WEST END ADMISSION PRICES 
ARE TOO HIGH 


The Trade Considering a Reduction 


(By our Cinema Correspondent) 


The cinema trade is seriously contemplating a reduction in the top 
admission prices. For a long while-—since the public became more 
critical of films —there has been a tendency to turn away from the box- 
office window when told there are no seats available under &s. 6d., 
whereas in the early days of the talkies, the cinemagoer was tempted to 
see the picture at any price. 

With the exception of theelite, and what Americans call the 
“carriage trade.” who will go to pictures only if they can be roped 
off from the cheaper seats or recline in armchairs in “ royal circles,” 
most West End cinemas are finding it increasingly difficult to fill seats 
over 6s. Since it was first opened in 1928, the Empire, Leicester 
Square, has never charged more than 6s. for its best seats, nor has 
it increased the price for super productions. ‘Yet there are several 
luxury houses with a top price of half a guinea. — 

Admission prices are subject to extremes ranging from uneconomic 
fourpences and sixpences for a three-hour programme to the West 
End half guinea for a two hours ten minutes perlormance. 

With the average price of admission for Great Britain as low as 
tenpence, the trade would like to see a revision and levelling off 
of prices that would be more in keeping with the thrift exercised 
by the public in these difficult times. Had the qu of American 
pictures been maintained and had Hollywood tur-ci out more and 
bigger box-office successes in the last year, the question of high prices 
might have been shelved. However, the shortage of product and the 
increasing number of West End cinemas presents a knotty problem. 
Exhibitors would sooner have every seat filled, with the top admission 
price not exceeding 6s., than to be confronted nightly with rows and 
rows of 8s. 6d. seats almost empty. 

Reviewing the pictures of the last twelve months, there could not 
havé been more than ten that would justify the most extravagant 
person paying a penny more than 6s. Sooner or later the West End 
will have to stop charging theatre prices and be more accommodating 
to the public and its pocket.

“THE WARE CASE “—Odeon, Leicester Square (“A Certificate) 

Filmed for the third time, the latest version of the original stage 
play is very well done. Robert Stevenson has directed the picture 
with deft touches of sincerity and extracted the maximum amount of 
interest in every scene. Good use of the camera and splendid cutting 
has taken much of the drag from a story that has a higher ratio of 
dialogue to action, and slow as English courtroom procedure ts, one 
never loses interest in the trial of the main character—Sir Hubert Ware. 

If the ending of the film ts theatrical-—it only adheres to the original. 
Clive Brook gives a very good performance, and 1s supported by Jane 
Baxter, Barry K. Barnes, Dorothy Seacombe, and Peter Bull. If 
these players had given a little more attack to their roles the film 
would not have been quite so leisurely in tempo. In a very brief 
appearance, Glen Alyn shows promise of being able to do much 
better things. 


“I STAND ACCUSED “—Lendon Pavilion (“A”™ Certificate) 


This is the old story of the ambitious young lawyer whose desire 
to get on leads him to being mixed up in the operations of a gang 
of crooked gambling machine financiers. Realising he is losing his 
wife and friends, he becomes principal witness for the State, and ts 
‘almost killed in bringing the leader of the gangsters to justice. Robert 
Cummings is more convincing in his scenes with Helen Mack than 
as a dominating defence attorney. Gordon Jones will bring a flutter 
to feminine hearts as Paul Reynolds, the rejected lover and true friend 
of the young couple when things go wrong. Lyle Talbot ts specially 
good as the gunman, but it is a pity that such a capable actor should 
be so steadily typed in crook parts.

LONDON'S NEW ORCHESTRA 


Excellent Start at the Wigmore Hall 


[he first appearance of the London String Orchestra hiled the 
Wigmore Hall to overflowing on Monday. Alan Bush ts the conductor 
and Samuel Kutcher the leader of this new combination of twenty-two 
players, and their first programme was full of interest. One's pleasure 
was diminished, however. by the school-ma’amy reading of analytic 
notes from the platform: the advantage of having such notes printed 
is that one need not read them. Polyphonic works by Andrea Gabrielli, 
Purcell, and Bach demonstrated the instrumental development of 170 
years, besides providing perhaps the most enjoyable music of the 
evening. The first London performance of a divertimento by Michael 
Haydn revealed an attractive and lively work entirely lacking the 
original genius of the composers brother. 

A sinfonietta written in 1929 by the Soviet composer Nicolai 
Miaskovsky also had its first London performance, but it disappointed. 
Long-winded, romantic, and eclectic, it fitted il into a classical pro- 
gramme. Mr. Bush's own ~ Dialectic ~ was much more satisfactory— 
clean and economical, and rather more than clever. To conclude we 
had a hundred years of the Viennese waltz. from Haydn to Johann 
Strauss, junior. The orchestra played well, though the first violins need 
some sifting. The best plaving was of the early nineteenth-century

In the initial 
Beethoven symphony. however, there are little or no traces of this more 
haphazard kind of expressionism. Despite the romantic outlines of 
the “ Pastoral Symphony.” Beethoven remained austerely classical in 
his large-scale works. Placed side by side in a programme, the two 
symphonies provide the listener with a deep emotional contrast. The 
London Symphony Orchestra played very well; the strings. particularly 
the first violins, had that liquid warmth which has been more noticeable 
im the best Continental orchestras than in English orchestras.

NEW METROPOLITAN PLAYS DUKAS AND GLAZOUNOV 


Serge Krish and the New Metropolitan Symphony Orchestra gave 
one of their most palatable concerts at the People’s Palace on Sunday.. 
ihere was Nicolai's “ Merry Wives of Windsor” overture as an 
appetiser, and such substantial items as the Glazounov Violin Concerto 
and the tragic and sensational Symphony No. 5 by Chaykovsky. There 
was also a dazzling example of Gallic colour and impressionism in Paul 
Dukas’s Scherzo from his “ L’Apprenti sorcier.” A French composer 
of Jewish descent, Dukas is European tn his outlook, and is an offshoot, 
or rather a continuation, of Debussy. In his remarkable Violin 
Concerto, Glazounov, too, reveals that European out'ook that 
differentiates him from the strictly nationalist Russian composers. 
I hat excellent violinist, Jean Pougnet, played the solo part in this work, 
which tn less capable hands is liable to be made incoherent.

A CROSS-SECTION OF BERG'S.“ WOZZECK ” 


The programme builders brought together Schubert's “ Unfinished 
Symphony,” Strauss’s “Ein Heldenleben,” and Alban Berg's three 
“ Wozzeck ” fragments in one programme, for the B.B.C. Symphony 
concert on Wednesday. While the earliest work of all remained as 
deeply moving as ever, the latest work also held its own as one of the 
most moving, perhaps the most intensely poignant piece of music so 
far written in what, for want of any possible general definition, one 
must call the “ modern idiom.” Berg in “* Wozzeck ” achieved a height 
of emotional stress which is at times well-nigh unbearable, and the 
three excerpts given could not be bettered as cross-sections of the 
work. The theme was a tragic one, and a great composer was bound 
to make a great work from it, but Berg's achievement went further: 
he reinterpreted it in terms of modern tragedy, by expressing it in terms 
of modern music. It is time the stage version was given its chance here. 
lf that time comes, May Blyth has established a strong claim to the 
part of Maria. On Wednesday, her singing was even more powerful 
in the intensity of its stress than on previous occasions. Sir Adrian 
Boult conducted with deeply sympathetic understanding. 


SIDNEY HARRISON 


Sidney Harrison was not in his best form on Tuesday evening, when 
he gave a piano recital at the Aeolian Hall. I do not think his 
programme was altogether a grateful one for him, for he it not at his 
best in show-pieces. These call for much variation in tonal colour, 
great attention to the subtleties of the inner rhythm, and the pianist 
was not entirely successful in either. The Haydn Variations in F 
Minor had rather the air of being played for examination purposes; 
they are not among the genial composer's most delightful works, and 
they tend to grow monotonous under any but the most subtle of 
hands. As for Schumann's “ Fantasie,” there is only one way of 
carrying off its Jongeurs, namely, with an abundance of bravura, other- 
wise it just “goes on, and on, and on.” Seven smaller pieces, con- 
tributed by composers of seven nations, opened with two pleasant 
“Dances from a Ballet” of Sidney Harrison’s own composition.

THE PHILHARMONIC’S MIXED PROGRAMME 


At the Philharmonic Concert on Thursday of last week, Sir Henry 
Wood conducted a very mixed programme. Arnold Bax’s * November 
Woods ” was sandwiched between Glazounov’s “ Carneval Overture 
and the Beethoven “ Emperor” concerto. Solomon played the latter 
with his usual artistry, but after hearing the Russian and English works 
it required an effort to transfer one’s thoughts back to classicism. After 
the interval, we had George Butterworth’s “A Shropshire Lad,” a work 
SO movingly sincere that one never tires of it. The concert ended with 
Borodin’s Symphony in B minor, a work which had its colourful 
moments but is not wholly satisfactory in construction. There is a 
disappointing lack of ideas in all the movements. This work could 
conveniently be dropped from the Philharmonic repertoire. ss

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AN EARTHQUAKE 


BY AUNTIE 


WONDER whether there are many of you 
| Ee are like me in dipping at odd moments 

into your Bibles for tmstruction and enjoy- 
ment. I can always find something interesting 
when I take these “ penny dips”; or a line of 
thought or investigation is started which is 
equally profitable. The other day, my dive 
took me to the book of Amos, who dates his 
prophecy from “two years before the earth- 
quake.” This was a celebrated earthquake 
which took place during the reign of King 
Uzziah. It is referred to also by Zechariah: 
“Ye shall flee like as ye fled from before the 
earthquake in the days of Uzziah, King of 
Judah.” That same evening I read about the 
terrible earthquake in Chile! 


Nine Centuries AGo 


Palestine was not infrequently the scene of 
earthquakes in olden times, as is attested by 
the prayer of the High Priest at the conclusion 
of the Atonement rites: “In regard to the 
inhabitants of Sharon, he said: * May it be Thy 
will, O Lord our God, and the God of our 
fathers, that their houses may not become their 
graves." We have an eye-witness account of a 
terrible earthquake which occurred in Palestine 
just over nine centuries ago. It is contained 
in a letter which was found some time back in 
Egypt. It was written to a friend by Gaon 
Solomon ben Yehuda in 1033 from Ramlah, 
one-third of which was destroyed, while the 
walls of Jerusalem collapsed and many villages 
were swallowed up. 


BENDING WALLS 


The writer describes how everybody rushed 
out into the streets as the walls bulged and then 
swayed back. Strong buildings collapsed and 
many died under the ruins. Those who could 
fled, leaving everything behind. “All were 
alike,” the Gaon says, “ like people like priest, 
like servant like master, when they left their 
homes and fled for their lives.” The earth- 
quake took place suddenly just before sunset 
_and affected the whole country. 


SWAYING MOUNTAINS 


Travellers reported: “We have seen the 
mountains shake, leaping like stags, rocks 
broken into pieces, hillocks swaying to and fro, 
and the trees bending down.” The writer 
comments on the fortunate circumstance that 


_ the earthquake happened before nightfall, as 


if the people had been in their beds few would 


~ have escaped. For the two following nights the 


quakes recurred, and the people camped, 
trembling, in the open. Luckily there was no 
‘rain to add to their discomfort. The Governor 
and the Caliph’s servants pitched tents for 


. themselves outside the town, “ and they are still 


there,’ the Gaon reports. 


A Fast 
The writer reports how he proclaimed a fast, 


. and there is a touching passage in his letter in 


which he invokes the Divine mercy and com- 
passion: “ May the Lord God of the Universe 
look down mercifully upon His world, have 
ity on His creatures, save man and beast, and 
ve compassion on babes and sucklings and 


upon those that know not how to distinguish 


right and left, that we perish not. May 
he deliver you from this and the like occur- 
rences, protect you from all harsh decrees, hide 
you in His tabernacle on the day of evil, and 
shelter you beneath the shadow of His wings. 
May He exalt you, and may your good deeds, 
acts of kindness, and righteousness stand you

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in good stead. May He cause you to dwell 
securely and at ease from fear of evil, and may 
you be at peace, and peace be upon your homes 
and all that are yours. May peace be yours 
from the Lord of Peace!” The fragments 
which have been preserved of the letters of 
Solomon ben Yehuda cast an interesting light 
on the state of the Jewish Communities of 
Palestine and Egypt in a_ period which 
previously had been shrouded in some 
obscurity. At Cambridge, it is possible to 
inspect the handwriting of this Rabbi who died 
at an advanced age fifteen years before William 
the Conqueror ascended the throne of England.
